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COMMUNICATION. 


International Conference on Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 
By Dr. Juan E. RIcHELET, Attaché to the Argentine 
Embassy in London. 


Organised by the Bureau International d’Epizooties, an 

International Conference was held in Paris from 15th to 
20th May, 1928, being attended by Delegates from thirty- 
three countries. 
' This conference dealt specially with foot-and-mouth 
disease and each Government was represented by its chief 
authorities on this matter. The most famous bacterio- 
logists who have studied the disease were gathered together 
in Paris for the purpose of discussing the subject from every 
point of view and expounding what knowledge they 
possessed of the disease. 

The following may be considered among the most im- 
portant conclusions arrived at at this Conference : recog- 
nition of the plurality of viruses, nomenclature of the three 
types of virus known to date, adopting the demonina- 
tions of virus “ A,” “ B” and “ C”; interchange of the 
virus of one country with another in order to obtain a clear 
knowledge of those existing in neighbouring countries ; 
investigations in each country in connection with existing 
viruses, and organisation of sanitary services in charge of 
veterinary surgeons directly responsible to their respective 


Ministries. 
The delegations attending the Conference were composed

The scientists who attended this assembly were all in 
accord in recognising that, to date, no system of 
immunisation against the various forms of foot-and-mouth 
disease could be considered efficient. As regards the 
polyvalent preventive serumewhich protects animals for 
a period of from eight to twelve days, and which is employed 
in Germany and in Holland, although this was well de- 
fended by Waldmann, Ostertag, Berg and Lourens, other 
delegates argued against it, as they considered it gave 
negative results. The Belgian and Spanish delegates 
spoke of the tests carried out in their respective countries, 
and the former stated that in recent international exhibi- 
tions Dutch blood stock which had been inoculated two 
days previously contracted the disease. The Spanish 
delegate stated that shipments of cows which had been 
inoculated in Holland and then transported to Spain, 
had on arrival at the frontier exhibited the characteristic 
lesions of foot-and-mouth disease. 

During the discussion which arose in connection with 
the merits of sero-therapy, the German delegation declared 
that since 1921 no cases of foot-and-mouth disease had been 
observed at livestock exhibitions in that country, owing to 
the fact that the animals used for breeding purposes had 
been treated with serum prepared at the Reims laboratory. 
Professors Hutyra, of Budapest, and Burgi, of Berne, 
declared that in their respective countries no cases had 
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been observed at shows held during the last ten years, 
and the stock in this case had not been submitted to 
treatment with serum; consequently, they were of the 
opinion that what had occurred in Germany could not be 
attributed to the action of the serum, but rather to the 
sanitary inspection measures adopted, which measures 
were the only ones that held good for combating this 
disease at the moment. 

The vaccine based on formol, announced by Vallée, was 
not discussed, and he limited himself to distributing 
amongst the Delegates a printed report, bearing on three 
cases observed by a veterinary surgeon in a certain region 
in France, demonstrating the efficacy of the preparation. 
He has decided to postpone the discussion until the next 
conference, which will take place in 1929, so as to have a 
suitable series of experiments in various parts of the world. 
Owing to the importance which this point has for the 
Argentine, we conversed with several of the delegates, 
Professor Waldmann, and Mr. J. Jackson, of the United 
Kingdom, informing us that although experiments carried 
out in connection with the preparation of a vaccine in 
accordance with the method of Professor Vallée had been 
successful in the case of guinea pigs, it had failed with cattle. 

The Swiss delegate, Dr. Burgi, read an interesting paper 
“The Evolution of Foot-and-Mouth Disease,” confirming 
all that had been set forth on the failure of all immunising 
methods announced up to the present. He maintained 
that “ carrier animals” existed, and mentioned that in 
isolated regions of Switzerland absolutely free from foot- 
and-mouth disease, the arrival of healthy animals, which 
a few months previously had been attacked by the disease, 
caused an outbreak among the cattle in that region, but 
remained immune themselves. The writer consulted 
Professors Waldmann and Vallée in connection with the 
existence of “ carriers,’”’ but they rejected the theory, 
their opinion being that the virus of the disease is very 
tenacious and exists for long periods in places and products 
unknown to investigators up to the present. 

At this stage of the discussion the Italian delegate, 
Commendator Carlos Bisanti, asked the assembly whether 
we should really retain the denomination “‘ foot-and-mouth 
disease,”” rather than “ foot-and-mouth diseases,”’ con- 
sidering the considerable number of eruptive diseases the 
causative agent of which is so far ignored. 

The advisability of the Bureau International d’Epizooties 
recommending the necessity of each country studying the 
existing virus or viruses, was also discussed, as also the 
interchange of the various types, in order to obtain a 
knowledge of the number of varieties and their geographical 
distribution. 

At the request of Professors Waldmann and Vallée, the 
suggestion of carrying out statistical work in accordance 
with commercial practice, in order to complement the 
laboratory work, was also accepted. Experiments with 
articles transported from one country to another under 
normal commercial conditions are indispensable in con- 
nection with the study of the disease. The experiments 
carried out up-to-date are purely laboratory tests. 

As many important points in connection with the com- 
bating of this disease remain to be cleared up, they have 
been left over on the Agenda for the next Conference in 
1929, and Professor Waldmann, of Germany, and Mr. J. 
Jackson, of the United Kingdom, have been recommended 
to present at the next meeting a complete report on the 
tenacity of the foot-and-mouth disease virus and the 
length of time it can exist in certain places and objects. 





At the request of the Australian and Argentine delegations, 
the programme for the next Conference will include the 
study of caseous adenitis in sheep, which disease is causing 
great trouble in the chilled meat trade, and they have been 
requested to present a paper on the subject. 

The Spanish Delegate, Professor Santos Oran, was also 
recommended to present a report on Standard Certificates, 
in order to be able to arrive at some uniformity in connec- 
tion with the requirements of different countries. 

At the end of the closing session Professor Leclainche was 
warmly congratulated on the distinguished work he had 
carried out at the head of the Bureau International des 
Epizooties and for the great success obtained in the organ- 
isation of the International Conference. 








Dr. Fred Bullock. 

The University of London has conferred the Degree of 
Doctor of Laws (LL.D.) on Mr. Fred Bullock, for a Thesis, 
entitled : “‘ The Law relating to Medical and Dental Prac- 
tice.” The Thesis was accepted under the Regulations 
which provide that ‘if the Examiners hold it to be of such 
special excellence as to justify the exemption of the 
candidate from further test, and state the grounds of their 
decision, the Senate may award the degree accordingly.” 

Two years ago, Dr. Bullock obtained, with honours, the 
degree of LL.B. and passed the final examinations for 
‘call to the Bar,’ having been awarded First Class Honours 
in the Law of Real Property. When it is considered that 
the study and reading for this degree, and the necessary 
research work in preparation of his Thesis, have all had 
to be undertaken after a busy day at 10 Red Lion Square 
(and few people beyond Members of Council know how 
heavy that work is), his success must be held to be deserv- 
ing of great praise. Dr. Bullock has achieved his high 
academic distinction in spite of handicaps of time and 
opportunity which would have effectually deterred most 
men, and which have only been overcome by a constant 
and praiseworthy industry and sacrifice of personal ease. 

We understand his Thesis is to be published, and it is 
an honour to the profession that its secretary should possess 
such a knowledge of the law governing the Medical and 
Dental Professions, as well as our own, as to merit the 
conferment of the highest degree in the Faculty of Laws 
within the award of the University of London. 

This is perhaps an opportune moment to mention an 
earlier achievement of our unobtrusive secretary. In 1913, 
Dr. Bullock used his profound knowledge of the French 
language and literature in bringing to light hitherto 
obscure facts appertaining to the opening up by the 
French of the Ivory Coast in Africa, and successfully 
asserting the claims of M. Treich-Lapléne to be the founder 
of the Ivory Coast Colony. As a result of the publication 
of this work, written in French, a few years afterwards 
the Colonial Government erected, at Grand Bassam, a 
monument to the explorer, on which is inscribed in bronze 
the title claimed for him by the author, viz., “‘ Founder 
of the Colony.” 

In recognition of this work, Dr. Bullock was made an 
Officer d’ V Ordre du Nichan Iftikhar of the Tunisian 
Government. It is surely a unique achievement that an 
Englishman should convince a French Government of 
the presence of a long-standing error, and that he should 
gain the satisfaction of finding a monument erected to the 
man he had championed. 

The whole profession will join in offering Dr. Bullock 
heartiest congratulations.

Rays of the Spectrum in Veterinary Practice.*

The original intention of this paper was a discussion 
of ultra-violet rays and their action on the animal system, 
but as there appeared to be some haziness as to what ultra- 
violet rays were, it has been decided to give a brief but 
comprehensive review of the rays of the spectrum as they 
affect or interest the veterinary practitioner in the field. 

In 1666 Newton found by experiment that visible light 
passing through a prism was broken up into the various 
colours of the rainbow, the great natural spectrum, viz., 
red, orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo, violet, and, follow- 
ing this, it was found that light from different sources pro- 
duced different and distinctive spectra, as, for instance, 
the yellow spectrum of sodium. As the years have rolled 
along it has been found that the limited spectrum of Newton 
contained only a small portion of the full spectrum, the 
limits of which have not yet been fully demonstrated and 
proved, and it is now not only shown that there are rays 
below the red and above the violet, but those rays have been 
harnessed and made to do seemingly miraculous things. 

Briefly, it may be said that the rays at the red end 
are of long wave length, and low frequency, and are the 
heat rays, whilst those at the other, or violet, end are of 
shorter wave length and high frequency and are colder rays. 

All are familiar with the visible red rays, whether 
produced by burning coal or oil, or produced electrically. 
These have been used before the discovery of the spectrum, 
and when they are produced there are also given off rays of 
longer wave length, and of greater heat, which are known 
as the infra-red rays. 

We use these in firing, in the arrest of hemorrhage 
and in the form of pouitices and hot baths. Yet below 
these are other heat rays of great wave length used in 
wireless telephony and its developments. 

These are of use to us as a profession, as by means 
of them we learn earlier than we formerly did of new out- 
breaks of disease and this has been of advantage in my own 
experience. 

Coming to the visible light, we all know the value of 
ordinary diffused daylight and especially of sunlight, but 
have we as a profession studied sufficiently the effects of the 
component colours when used in addition to the available 
diffused light, i.e, in using the various colours for 
decorating stables, cow-sheds, kennels, etc. ? 

That the various colours used in decorating rooms have 
a decided effect on the human subject is undoubted, but 
can we make use, for the benefit of the domestic animals, 
of the fact that black is depressing and that all white is 
tiring and monotonous, that green is restful, especially 
in the lighter shades, and that yellow and gold bring a sense 
of sunshine ? 

Houston, in “Light and Colour,” quotes Herman 
Darewski, the composer, who wrote an article in Pearson’s 
Magazine, Xmas Number, 1916, describing the effect of 
various colours and colour schemes on himself and his 
compositions. 

Houston, in the same book, quotes again Turpains 
Lumiere, p. 272, dealing with calming the insane by the

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use of coloured lights. Violent cases became calm in a 
room with blue windows and “a madman having passed 
a day and a night in a room with violet windows felt cured 
next day and left the asylum well.” 

A suggestion—-why not try treating ‘* hysteria”’ in dogs 
in kennels with violet windows, and note the results ? 

I submit this might be a beneficial addition to other 
lines of treatment. 

We now come to the blue end of the spectrum and here 
we find the ultra-violet : the Rontgen rays and the rays of 
radium. 

It is not known to me whether the radium rays, which 
are of very short wave length, have been used in veterinary 
practice, but I should say that expense would preclude such 
treatment. Just before the Great War I was given a small 
quantity of radio-active earth for the purpose of ex- 
perimenting, but the War caused it to be neglected. I 
have since asked a chemist friend to test it for radio- 
activity and he informs me that there is none. However, 
in the Press a short time ago it was announced that a 
Canadian scientist was now on the verge of producing 
radium rays in a tube 2 feet long. Other particulars 
were not given. When these rays can be produced 
artificially it is probable that they will be in reach of the 
veterinary surgeon. 

Rontgen- Rays are of a wave length between radium and 
ultra-violet rays, and have for a considerable time been used 
both for diagnosis and treatment. In Hanley they were 
used by the late Mr. A. S. Hodgkins in veterinary practice 
many years ago and a reproduction of one of his skiagraphs 
appears in Hobday’s “Canine and Feline Surgery,” 3rd 
edition, p. 426. On many occasions it has been of assis- 
tance to me to get the smaller animals X-rayed, and one 
experience of mine emphasises Hobday’s warning to get 
an expert to read the signs on the radiographic plate. 

An Alsatian dog had a fistula over the ribs and the owner 
was quite sure that the original swelling was due to a kick 
from a man, whilst at a show. Manual examination and 
probing revealed no foreign body and I suggested an X-ray 
examination, and tried to arrange for this to be done by a 
doctor client of mine—an X-ray expert. My client, 
however, had an X-ray friend in another town and got a 
negative taken, informing mé afterwards that there was 
no sign of a foreign body at all. A few months after 
this the Alsatian developed enlarged glands and finally 
died of general septicemia and I was able to make a 
post-mortem examination in the presence of the owner. 
Following a sinuous passage from the outer opening, I 
came upon a piece of wire about an inch long which was 
the cause of all the trouble. The opinion was formed that 
this had been swallowed, and had gradually travelled to 
where it was found. Had the negative in this case been 
interpreted correctly the wire would have been located, 
easily removed, and the dog probably alive to-day. 

The cost of a reliable apparatus for X-ray work would 
appear to be prohibitive except for the few, and in this 
connection I may say that I requested an estimate from a 
firm some few weeks ago. They replied that, after consult- 
ing an expert in veterinary radiology, they were prepared to 
fit me up one for work on any animal for the sum of £1,200. 
Needless to say I refused the proposition and shall continue 
to use the services of my medical confrére for dogs and cats. 
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It would, however, be of great service to have an appara- 
tus on one’s own premises, as many times this would be 
used when the client often will not face a consultation fee 
and one is not prepared to press for one. 

We now come to the ultra-violet region, and must 
first point out that ultra-violet radiations range from 
1,000 angstrom units, and those with which we are con- 
cerned are from 1850 to 3900 angstrom units. Those of 
the shorter wave length are the more bactericidal and those 
of the longer wave length are the life assisting rays. 

The sources of these rays are natural sunlight and 
the electric arc lamps. 

It is not necessary for me in this short paper to go 

into the advantages and use of natural sunlight, as you all 
know ho.. to make use of it when the supply is there, but I 
would mention here that ordinary window glass, whilst 
allowing the passage of light and some of the chemical 
rays of the sun, does not allow the passage of ultra-violet 
rays to any useful extent. A new kind of glass known as 
“Vita Glass” has been produced by F. E. Lampslough, 
M.A., and is manufactured from quartz and other in- 
gredients not present in ordinary glass, and will allow the 
passage of all the ultra-violet rays present in natural sun- 
light. 
It is obvious, therefore, that its use in kennels, stables, and 
byres should be of great value. I know of at least one 
poultry farm where it is used, but I cannot give you any 
details of the benefit as yet. Artificial ultra-violet rays 
may be produced sufficiently for therapeutic purposes by 
means of electric arc lamps, and these are of two main types, 
the open arc and the closed arc. 

Open are lamps have their terminals of tungsten or 
carbon, or carbon with tungsten cores, and the first source 
of ultra-violet light was the ‘‘ Finsen Light,” the lamp used 
being of the carbon are type. 

The closed arc lamps mostly used are the mercury 
vapour lamps and these may be struck in vacuum or at 
atmospheric pressure. The lamps shown here to-day are of 
the vacuum air-cooled type, and are the type which I use. 
The spectrum given by this lamp is very rich in ultra-violet 
rays and goes a long way beyond that of natural sunlight. 

Having produced the rays, mention should be made of 
the fact that the lamps should not, when alight, be looked 
at with the naked eye, or great discomfort or injury may 
result. Suitable goggles must always be worn, wher the 
lamp is burning. 

The effect of looking at the light with the naked eye 
is not immediately apparent, but the discomfort is very 
real about eight hours afterwards. I speak from ex- 
perience. 

Now of what use are these rays to the veterinarian 
and in what manner do they produce their results ? It is 
not for me to say, because I do not know; neither have I 
been satisfied, yet, with any of the theories propounded. 
Probably all are right to some extent. The fact remains 
that results do happen after irradiation with ultra-violet. 
It was said, at first, that though startling results were ob- 
tained in the human subject, especially in cases of rickets, 
the use of ultra-violet rays on animals would be restricted 
on account of the subject’s coat. This is not verified by 
experience, as I never clip the coat except round a localised 
lesion in eczema, and yet good results are obtained. The 
reported results of the irradiation of monkeys at the 





London Zoological Gardens go to show that animals have 
the power of absorbing these rays through the coat, 
confirming my own experience with dogs. 

Then, in an article contributed to the Poultryman, 
January, 1927, Allen Bros., Stonefall Park, Harrogate, say 
that, after installing a quartz mercury vapour lamp, 
‘* Although it was the beginning of December, 1926, before 
we had finally completed the installation of the necessary 
cabling and wiring to the houses, within three weeks the 
egg production of the pullets under radiation treatment 
had jumped in a startling manner, and was 80 per cent. 
better than the corresponding period the previous year.” 

Then, also, reports have been published of horses and 
greyhounds being noticeably benefited in general health and 
condition through irradiation with ultra-violet rays. 

Again, in the case of natural sunlight, how do animals 
with hairy coats benefit if the coat keeps out the rays ? 
Yet we know that they “‘ do” better in sunshine than in 
dull weather. 

I suggest that the coat as well as the skin takes an 
active part as an organ of the body, and is capable of 
absorbing rays, visible and invisible, and making use of 
them either by direct chemical action or by catalytic 
action, more probably the latter. 

With regard to skin re-action: The application of 
ultra-violet rays to the bare skin produces a re-action in 
the form of erythema going on eventually to pigmentation, 
and such re-action was thought to be necessary before any 
benefit was derived. I do not agree with this, as in the 
cases where splendid results have been attained, especially 
in one case of an all white Bull terrier, no erythemia or skin 
re-action was noted. 

Again, if pigmentation occur, the rays, we are told, are 
kept out by such pigmentation, and further doses would be 
deprived of some of their efficacy, so why cause pigmenta- 
tion if the dose can be estimated just short of acute skin 
re-action ? 

If my theory, backed up by practice, be right, then the 
thickest-skinned and thickest-coated animal may get the 
benefit of these rays. 

APPLICATION OF THE Rays. 

In dealing with this, I will hazard the opinion that 
the mercury vapour quartz lamp is the most convenient in 
use, and that the standard lamp is to be preferred to the 
hanging type, especially in the cases of horses, where the 
limbs are to be treated. Of course, ifone could have both 
types available so much the better, as the hanging lamp 
would be the more convenient when the upper parts of the 
body were to be treated, as in sore backs, fistulous withers, 
ete. 

The eyes of the patient, as well as those of the operator 
and attendant, should be protected, and in the case 
of horses there should be no difficulty. I find that dogs 
usually take kindly to the ordinary goggles of the type used 
by man, the attached elastic being put behind the ears and 
a tape fastented from one side to the other, passing under 
the throat. 

Control at the desired distance from the lamp is com- 
paratively easy in the case of horses, with stalls or bales 
to prevent lateral movement, and from the fact that they 
can be tied by the:head or held by hand. 

Dogs have been successfully treated in boxes suitable 
in size to limit movement when a general irradiation was 
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all that was required. For local applications the small 
animals may be fastened on an operating table, but I find 
it best when they are held in position by hand. The 
attendant can be easily protected from the rays by gloves 
and a gauze covering for the face. I have noticed that 
dogs become very sleepy whilst being irradiated. 

REVIEW OF CASES TREATED. 

I come now to make a review of some of the cases which 
have been treated, most of them with satisfactory results, 
but others not so satisfactorily. 

Debility and Weakness.—The very first case I treated 
with the mercury vapour lamp was an anemic Airedale 
bitch, simply covered with lice. This animal had been 
treated medicinally and had made some progress, but was 
very lethargic and not at all encouraging until after the 
first exposure of fifteen minutes at thirty-six inches from 
the burner of the lamp, when she commenced to rally in a 
very marked manner and became eventually in very good 
condition. Subsequent cases have verified this result. 

Rickets.—-Exposures of fifteen minutes at a distance of 
thirty-six inches from the lamp have given astonishing 
results when combined with proper treatment as to feeding, 
exercise and the administration of vitamins in the form of 
cod liver oil. The average number of doses of the rays has 
been twelve given twice weekly, but I find it better when 
possible to keep the animal and irradiate daily for ten 
minutes. 

One case of rickets in the Bull terrier mentioned earlier 
in this paper was so bad that the animal could hardly 
be induced to move at all, and when it did its abdomen 
was hardly away from the floor, the limbs being so crooked 
and incapable of being straightened. This animal became 
sound but afterwards developed distemper and recovered 
very quickly. ‘The remainder of the litter from which the 
animal came were all destroyed on account of rickets. 

I have at present a Bull mastiff which was affected 
with rickets in all four limbs, but after six exposures was 
practically straight. Unfortunately, it began to knuckle 
very badly on the right fore-leg and I have given more 
intensive treatment with some improvement and I an- 
ticipate a recovery. 

I can say with confidence that many dogs of all breeds 
have been saved by ultra-violet radiation, which would 
otherwise have had to be destroyed. 

Moist Eczema.—Moist eczema responds very quickly 
to this form of treatment, in many cases one exposure being 
sufficient to allay irritation and dry up the condition, 
although if one considers the financial aspect it is perhaps 
not so satisfactory. I usually give an exposure in these 
cases of ten minutes at a distance of 18 to 24 inches. 

Ear Canker.—I\ have had some good results in treating 
ears, but the air cooled lamp is difficult to use satisfactorily 
in these cases. 

Chorea.—In some cases of chorea the results have been 
marvellous, but in others no improvement has been found. 

Scalding.—A Pekinese was very badly scalded through a 
pan of water being spilt on it. The injury extended from 
the top of the head, down the neck, and side of the ribs, 
and was very severe. The wound became indolent, but two 
exposures of ten minutes each at thirty-six inches distance 
made a wonderful improvement and no further ray treat- 
ment was necessary. 
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Open Tendon Sheath with Excessive Granulation. 

This case was that of a hunter which was injured by 
over-reach when jumping. The groom tended it himself 
with perchloride of mercury solution and bandaging. 
When I was called to see it there was a protruding mass 
over the tendons of the off fore-leg with a discharging 
opening in the centre. 

Dry dressing over several days did not improve matters, 
and I arranged, as the horse was not too lame to travel, to 
have it brought in for ultra-violet radiation. One dese of 
ten minutes duration at thirty-six inches from the lamp was 
sufficient to dry up the whole lesion and bring about healing 
without further treatment. A further dose after forty- 
eight hours was advised but the owner was so satisfied 
with the result that he did not send the animal in again. 
There is still some enlargement left, but the horse was run 
in a point-to-point race afterwards. 

When general irradiations are given there are no spec- 
tacular results, time being necessary before progress 
is noted, but in broken skin lesions there is something to 
be seen. In cases of moist eczema there is almost im- 
mediately an effusion of serous fluid out of proportion to 
the depth to which the rays are supposed to penetrate 
and this sometimes goes on up to twenty-four hours after 
treatment. In the case of the Pekinese and in the hunter’s 
leg the same effusion was noticed. This effused material 
dries up, then peels off and a healthy condition is found 
underneath. 

Before closing, | should like to say that I have purposely 
used my title to keep away from the discussion of electro- 
therapeutics and to confine myself to the rays of light, 
but I must mention that in some cases of paralysis after 
distemper good results have been obtained when high 
frequency electricity treatment was used along with ultra- 
violet radiation.

THe Purity or MILK. 





‘* The two classes of scientists—medical and veterinary— 
specially concerned with the purity of the milk supply do 
not always see eye to eye in matters of importance to both 
producers and consumers,” says The Times Agricultural 
Correspondent. ‘* The view of the farmer is that undue 
consideration—and possibly undue power-—is given to the 
former in regard to matters that are better understood by 
the latter. It is complained, sometimes with reason, 
that in things pertaining chiefly to the management of 
animals the veterinary profession is liable to be over-ruled 
by the medical, which cannot claim to possess practical 
acquaintance with the control and tending of live stock. 
Farmers have been told that the medical officers of health 
are their strongest enemies. If this is so it naturally is 
not from intentional antagonism, but from deficient 
knowledge of the habits of animals and of the many things 
in connection with them that are outside human control. 
Fortunately Sir George Newman appears to have a better 
understanding of things of fundamental importance to 
farmers than many of his subordinates, and the exchange of 
opinions, such as that which took place during the World’s 
Dairy Congress, may do something to clear away irritating 
orders and interferences that are unnecessary and that, 
moreover, tend to discourage the production of milk.” 
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AFFILIATION FROM OVERSEAS. 





Ties created by fellowship of mind in pursuit of our 
common task of promoting the well-being of the pro- 
fession accompany British graduates to whatever 
unit of Empire they may go, and circumstances of 
distance and isolation serve only to strengthen them. 
Amongst these men, as with those at home possessed 
of a progressive and practical spirit, the need soon 
makes itself felt for getting into touch— at first with 
those whose proximity permits the formation of a 
local association and then with the whole body of 
organised veterinary opinion, through the medium of 
a central institution, the “‘ National.” 

Our pioneers in the promotion of this great policy 
of association were faced with a task definitely more 
arduous than that which confronted the founders of 
kindred bodies, but the addition to the inevitable 
difficulties of association-building of a contest with a 
parochial habit of mind placed no limit on their 
idealism. Hence the constitution of the N.V.M.A. 
made provision, after the establishment of a strong 
home centre of association activity, for the creation 
of an Empire-wide chain of affiliated societies. 

With the Association firm set upon a basis of com- 
plete divisional membership at Headquarters, it 
became possible for it to enter upon that broader 
stage in its development which its founders, in faith 
and hope, had foreseen. An approach to overseas 
veterinary organisations was accordingly made, and 
in 1926 the first step along the new path of expansion 
was taken by the acceptance of the application for 
affiliation received, almost immediately, from the 
V.M.A. of Kenya Colony and. Protectorate. As the 
society associated with the inauguration of a new era 
in our history—that of overseas development—the 
name of Kenya Colony must always stand out honour- 
ably in our records. 

In future days, when reality arises from the vision 
of a world-wide grouping of associations of R.C.V.S. 
graduates, symbolically linked with the Divisions at 
home by representation in the Chain of Office of the 
President of the parent body, it will count to the credit 
of the veterinarians of Southern Rhodesia, British 
Columbia, Uganda and of New Zealand that they lost 
little time following the example set by their confréres 
in Kenya. 

This year a significant feature has entered into the 
process ofexpansion. As reported in the proceedings 





of the recently-held meeting of Council, N.V.M.A., 
which appear on other pages of this issue, the welcome 
application for affiliation of yet another important 
overseas society, the South African Veterinary 
Association, was accompanied by one from the Far 
Eastern V.M.A., which, at its first meeting, decided to 
ally itself with the N.V.M.A. Thus the example set 
by the patriotic response of those associations which 
are already affiliated has resulted in the establishment 
of what we hope will become a principle of universal 
acceptance—that the creation of an organisation of 
British veterinary surgeons anywhere in the world 
postulates automatic accession to the society strength 
of the N.V.M.A.

CLINICAL AND CASE REPORTS. 








Myositis Ossificans. 
By W. D. Ress, M.R.C.V.S., Penygraig, Glam. 


The subject of this brief note of what is undoubtedly an 
interesting and, I believe, an unusual condition, was a 
bay gelding, 5 years’ old, and 14-3 h.h. 

My attention was drawn to the horse on the 21st June. 
It had been purchased by the present owner twelve 
months previously, and had been in continuous work, 
going perfectly sound ; it was evident that the abnormal 
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structure which proved to be present caused no incon- 
venience whatever. 

On examination, on the date mentioned, I felt a large 
hard mass in the substance of the biceps femoris muscle. 
| immediately decided to operate, and removed the bony 
plate shown. It measures 8in. in its longest part and 
9}in. across.

In the same connection, Professor J. MecCunn, of the 
Royal Veterinary College, writes :— 

‘* Strange to say, I have seen a cart-horse which is under 
the care of Mr. Thompson, M.R.C.V.S, of the L.M. and 8. 
Railway, which has exactly the same condition. You can 
feel it quite distinctly. It is about the size of this piece 


of bone and it is no detriment to the horse.” 


An Outbreak of Hysteria. 
By A. Spicer, F.R.C.V.S., Oxted. 


On April the 19th, an Alsatian from Switzerland was 
received in the quarantine kennels. He had been in a 
veterinary surgeon’s kennels there for about three months 
and was said to be over distemper and perfectly healthy. 
On arrival, he was found to have a copious and thick 
discharge from both nostrils, and on enquiry it was found 
that this discharge had persisted for two or three months, 
although he had been treated with autogenous vaccines 
The dog was kept isolated and finally 
placed in an outdoor kennel with an outside run, in which 
he was kept entirely separated. He was treated with 
nasal douches three times a day and under this treatment 
the discharge was entirely dried up, and he improved in 
condition considerably. On June the 15th this dog had 
an attack of hysteria, although completely isolated from 
every other dog, and the following day my own Alsatian, 
** Capi,” had an attack. The same bvening my Alsatian 
bitch “Jan” had a very slight attack, and no further 
She could easily have caught it from

“ Capi ”’ as they were exercising together, and were some- 


times shut up together in the same kennel, 
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There can be no doubt that the infection was conveyed 
to “Capi” by my assistant, who gave the nasal douches, 
and who had “ Capi” running about with him in the 
surgery and handled him a good deal. 

Five Spaniel puppies in the same block of three kennels 
as ‘‘ Capi,” but separated by one kennel, were also attacked, 
four of them being affected, and the disease might have 
been transferred to them by the head kennelman, who held 
the dog whilst he was douched, and, as he strongly resented 
the treatment, the dog, man, and nasal discharge were 
fairly intimately mixed. 

One curious feature is that ‘* Jan’s”” two puppies, which 
were exercised with ‘‘ Capi’? every morning, have so far 
not had any attacks of hysteria, but if they are watched 
closely every now and then one can see their heads shaking 
for a few seconds, and a curious flickering of the eyeballs 
and eyelids, and there is also some slight inco-ordination 
in the movement of their limbs. These puppies were 
exercised regularly with ‘“‘ Capi’’ and frequently had their 
heads in his mouth. 

Four of the spaniel puppies had the hysteria and one, 
as far as was known, escaped altogether. All these 
animals, without having actual diarrhoea, were decidedly 
on the loose side after the attacks. 

The question arises as to whether hysteria is due to a 
germ, which has its point of entrance in the nasal mucous 
membrane and pharynx, passing thence to the bowel, 
and in a certain number of cases to the brain to cause the 
acute attacks. 

Is it that a large number of dogs are infected with the 
germ, but only a certain proportion show the nervous form 

in the same way that only a certain number of dogs 
develop the nervous form in distemper and only a certain 
number of human beings develop paralysis in acute 
poliomyelitis ? 

Again, is hysteria in dogs changing its type ? In the 
early days, the dogs rushed about and barked, jumped 
up at the walls if confined, and then quieted down, but 
appeared to be terribly frightened. Now, however, it 
often seems to take the form of a definite fit. 

One of the Spaniel puppies had three attacks of hysteria, 
and at the end of the third attack it fell over on its side 
quite unconscious with its head back, and galloping with 
all four legs, but recovered in about five minutes. A 
French Bulldog had a {it of hysteria one day, when out 
with his mistress, which lasted ten minutes (this dog had 
had distemper); two days after it became restless, started 
foaming at the mouth, fell over on its side, became still 
all over, and had the head drawn back. The owner rang 
up, and was advised to wait and see if there were any more 
fits ; on the following day, the dog had another similar fit, 
and was put under treatment. 

There have been several cases of a similar nature, and 
quite a number of cases in which dogs have had fits which 
could not be put down to distemper. 

The strange side of the case is that where treatment is 
applied to the true hysterical form of the disease, the result 
is very uncertain, and one cannot be sure that it has had 
any effect, but if treatment is applied to those cases which 
have distinct fits no further attacks of hysteria, or fits, 
are seen.

Dr. BRADLEY : Would such membe,s be eligible as mem- 
be.s of the ‘* National ? ” 

The PRESIDENT: No. 

Dr. BrapLey: But will it call itself a Division or a 
Branch ? 

The PRESIDENT: It would be an affiliated division. 

The affiliation was cordially approved. 

Dr. BrapLteEy: I would like to suggest that you do 
rather more than merely send acceptance of the affiliation 
to all these applicants—-a rather more stimulating and 
friendly letter of appreciation. (Hear, hear.) 

The PrestpENT: I think Dr. Bradley’s suggestion an 
excellent one. 


THE ConTROL OF REACTING Cows. 


The next business before the meeting was to receive the 
replies of the Divisions to the request made to them for 
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their views on the question of the control of cows reacting 
to the tuberculin test. 

The SEcrEtTARY: The only Division that has not replied 
is the Yorkshire Division. The following replies have been 
received. 

(The returns read by the Secretary showed that all the 
Divisions, other than that North of England Division, 
which had ventilated the question, were of opinion that 
the time is not opportune for the exercise of any form of 
control over cows which have reacted to the tuberculin 
test.) 

The PRESIDENT: You have heard the correspondence, 
and I shall be glad to have your opinion with regard to 
what course is to be adopted on this subject. 

Mr. MALE: I think it is very satisfactory that we have 
received all these replies from the various Divisions. 
(Applause.) The questionnaire sent out has promoted a 
very good discussion. I think I was one of those who was 
responsible for advising that it should go out to Divisions, 
and I think we might often make use of the Divisions more 
than we do. (Hear, hear.) The action under notice was 
taken as the result of one Division advising that we 
approach the British Dairy Farmers’ Association and the 
National Farmers’ Union in the matter. It was then 
agreed that, as a preparatory step, this question should be 
sent down to the Divisions to be discussed. Now we have 
gained their practically unanimous opinion that the time is 
not ripe for it, | think we might reply to the North of Eng- 
land Division and say so—that the time is not ripe for 
dealing with this matter in the way suggested. 

Mr. Gorton : I think it is very satisfactory that we have 
received such an almost unanimous expression of opinion 
that the taking of the proposed action in this direction 
at the present time would be premature. The North of 
England Division certainly served a very useful purpose in 
raising this question and promoting the discussion which 
has taken place in connection with it. One hopes that, 
although the North of England Division have not been 
successful in getting their point of view accepted in this 
particular instance, they will remain active and will send 
us up for consideration similar matters in future. (Applause),

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


FINANCE AND GENERAL PURPOSES COMMITTEE. 
Colonel Stimpson, the Chairman of this Committee, read, 
and moved the reception of, the following report :— 


Monthly meetings of the Finance and General Purposes 
Committee have been held during the past quarter, at 
which a variety of financial matters have been considered 
and dealt with. 

The Balance Sheet for the year ended 3lst December, 
1927, and Auditor’s Report, have been received and 
approved and are recommended by the Committee for 
presentation to the Annual General Meeting.

With the object of making clear the conditions under 
which members of the Association receive the Velerinary 
Record, the Committee has had inserted in the Record 
from time to time a note drawing attention to the terms 
of the Articles of Association which have reference to the 
membership subscription, and to the privileges of a member 
of the Association. 

In accordance with the Articles of Association, the 
despatch of the Record to members who have not paid 
their current membership subscription was suspended with 
the issue of June 30th, one month’s notice having been 


iven. 

' Careful consideration has been given to a suggestion 
received from Capt. Halstead, of Bradford, “ that those 
local authorities which actually do or should employ 
whole-time Veterinary Officers be invited to -send a 
delegate to the Annual Congress of the Association, the 
delegate preferably to be the Chairman or Deputy-Chairman 
of the Committee to which the Veterinary Officers (if any) 
are responsible.” 

The Committee recommends that the suggestion be 
adopted, provided no expense is incurred in the entertain- 
ment of the delegates in question. 

The PRESIDENT: Before calling for a seconder, I am 
sure you would like to hear a short statement from our 
Treasurer, Mr. West. (Hear, hear.) I think that it is 
very desirable that the Council should be acquainted with 
our financial position. 

The Hon. TREASURER (Mr. E. Alfred West) then pre- 
sented a detailed account of the Association’s income and 
expenditure for the three months ending May 3lst. His 
statement showed that receipts during the quarter totalled 
£2,836 Os. 3d. with an expenditure on approved liabilities 
of £2,344 2s. 7d., the latter including the sum of £250 Os. 0d. 
transferred to deposit and that of £1,019 10s. 6d. in pur- 
chase of £1,000 4 per cent. tax free War Loan. An avail- 
able balance of £491 17s. 8d. was thus left. Liabilities for 
the month of May totalled £228 13s. 6d., so that the sum 
in hand on May 3lst was £263 4s. 2d. 

Mr. West concluded: I trust that the figures will be 
considered satisfactory and, although we now have before 
us that period of the year when expenses are highest and 
incomings lowest, the future at the moment need give us 
no cause for anxiety. (Applause.) 

The PrestpENt: I will now ask for a seconder to the 
report that has been presented. 

Mr. WILLErt having seconded, the PRESIDENT asked : 
Are there any matters arising out of the report ? 

Mr. McKrnna: I think it is a report for congratulation, 
Sir. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Gorron : I should like to ask whether, if the report 
is approved and adopted, the Association is committed 
to the invitation of delegates from local authorities to our 
Annual Congress ? As I heard it read, it says—that local 
authorities who actually do employ whole-time veterinary 
officers, and who ought to do so, should be invited to send 
one delegate to the Congress. That seems to me to open 
up rather a big question. It means the difference between 
a limited number of delegates and possibly a very large 
number, and I think we should give the matter very 
serious consideration before we finally commit curselves 
to the latter position. 

The PrEsIDENT: By passing this report you do 
commit yourselves, but I will ask the Chairman of the 
Committee to explain. 

Colonel Stmeson: This letter was received by the 
Finance and General Purposes Committee, and it was 
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considered of such moment that it was incorporated in 
the report, to be discussed at this meeting. I am very 
glad that Mr. Gofton has brought this matter forward. 
The Finance and General Purposes Committee thought 
that this was in the province of the Provisional Committee 
and we thought that they should have the backing of the 
Council. Personally, I think that if any decision is arrived 
at with regard to this—if we decide to ask delegates from 
local authorities in the manner suggested—the matter 
should be handed over to the Provisional Committee. 

Mr. CrarKson: I think the better way of dealing with 
this matter would be to hand it over to the Annual General 
Meeting for discussion; it is such a wide question. 

Capt. Riper: Might I support Mr. Clarkson’s view ? 
Because I feel that the Provisional Committee is faced with 
a serious problem in issuing invitations broadcast to 
Chairmen of Public Health Committees. Those men 
would have to be treated in the same way as foreign dele- 
gates and the cost has to be borne by the Congress, 7.e., 
by the members of the Association. I feel it is a matter 
which ought to be considered by the Annual General 
Meeting. 

Mr. Wesr: It would be too late to discuss it at the 
Annual Meeting, for we are asked to deal with it in con- 
nection with this year’s Congress. 

The PresipENtT: I think the matter is of so much 
importance that it should be deferred for discussion at the 
Annual Meeting. 

Mr. West: We felt, at the Committee meeting the 
other day, that the President might be burdened with 
having to invite too many guests, and with that in mind 
we suggested that any delegates who come would have to 
come at their own expense, and we came to that conclusion 
after finding out what other delegates do when they go 
to other congresses under similar circumstances. There- 
fore we thought that there was not much harm in recom- 
mending it. Of course, we shall be glad to see many 
delegates there. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Witterr: Further than that, I think the delegates 
generally pay a fee. 

Mr. MALE: I am sorry I was unable to attend the Com- 
mittee meeting at which this matter was discussed, but I 
think you are asking the Pfovisional Committee to do 
almost an impossible thing—to decide what local authori- 
ties should be asked and which should appoint whoie-time 
inspectors. Who is going to decide whether any particular 
local authority should or should not appoint a whole-time 
inspector ? It might be the view of a good many members 
that whole-time appointments should not be made, and 
you are raising a very big question and imposing what I 
regard as an impossible task on the Provisional Committee 
in asking them to decide, (Hear, hear.) Moreover, you 
are aware that, at the National Congress, we discuss matters 
which may be purely domestic and I think it would be 
most inadvisable to ask representatives of local authorities 
to come to meetings when these things are to be discussed— 
our hands would be tied. Therefore, I think it is a question 
that wants very careful consideration, and personally I 
should not be in favour of the proposal. 

The Prestpentr: You have the report before you. As 
the Chairman of the Committee has pointed out, this 
matter was very carefully discussed and it was thought to 
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be too important for the Committee to come to any dis- 
cision on its own account; that is the reason why it has 
been brought before you to-day. 

Mr. CLARKSON: I move that the matter be deferred to 
the Annual General Meeting for discussion. 

Mr. Roserts: I second that. 

Mr. MALE: I move as an amendment, “ That the last 
paragraph of the report be not accepted.” 

Capt. SuipLey: I second that. 

Colonel Stmpson : I do think that Mr. Male is taking a 
very narrow view when he wants to exclude outside people 
from our Congress because there may be some little 
domestic matters which we want to discuss. I do fee! 
we want to get out of the narrow groove and have some 
outside people ; let us get more outside information into 
our discussions. I think it is a very wrong policy to shut 
down such a resolution. (Hear, hear.) I am not in 
favour of the wording—*“ local authorities who ought to 
employ whole-time officers””—-but the principle of the 
proposal is a good one—that we should ask the Chairmen 
of the Animal Diseases Committees of local authorities to 
attend our Congress. It is just a little propaganda and 
I think we ought to welcome these strangers amongst us. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Mate: Was the intention to ask them to the whole 
of the sessions, or to some of the meetings ? 

Colonel Stmpson: They would have the privilege, 
accorded to delegates at every such Congress, of attending 
such meetings as they desired. There is no reason, of 
course, why we should not ask a delegate’s fee, if we desire 
to do so. 

Mr. MALE: Has any calculation been made as to the 
number of local authority delegates who should be asked, 
and what would be the expense ? 

Colonel Stmpson : The expense, apart from three-half- 
penny stamps for despatching the proceedings, etc., 
would be nil. 

The Prestpent: This matter is of very considerable 
importance and I think it would be well if it could be 
properly thrashed out at the Annual General Meeting. 
I do not know if Mr. Male wishes to press his amendment ? 

Mr. Mate: I see no harm in discussing the matter at 
the Annual General Meeting. 

Mr. Goocu : One of your Divisions has been approached 
already by the National Farmers’ Union to see if they 
could not have a meeting and join forces to discuss certain 
questions of importance both to the profession and the 
iarmer. If we do not take the initiative, someone else 
will. 

Mr. Male did not press his amendment, and Mr. Clark- 
son’s resolution was then put to the meeting in the follow- 
ing terms: “That consideration of this matter be deferred 
until our General Meeting at Newcastle in September.” 

This was carried unanimously, and the report of the 
Finance and General Purposes Committee adopted, subject 
to the reference to the Annual General Meeting of that 
portion to which Mr. Clarkson’s resolution related, it being 
understood that the Committee’s recommendation, con- 
tained in the last paragraph of its report, was not accepted 
by the Council. 

EDITORIAL COMMITTEE. 


Sir JouN Moore (Chairman) read the following report 
of this Committee :— 











The Committee has met regularly throughout the 
quarter, during which a large volume of routine business 
has been transacted. 

What is felt by the Committee to be likely to prove a 
most helpful step in the work of steadily improving the 
standard of the Veterinary Record has been taken during the 
quarter, the Committee having decided to discuss Record 
policy at certain specified meetings during the year. 

Under the supervision of the Committee, the staff is 
actively engaged at the present time in the work of preparing 
the Congress Handbook, and it is gratifying to record that 
there appears to be every indication that the advertisement 
revenue in connection with the publication of the Handbook 
is likely to exceed that of former years. 

The measures outlined in the Committee’s last report 
to Council for the securing of a more adequate supply of 
material for the clinical columns of the Record have pro- 
duced an encouraging response, and it is earnestly hoped 
that there will be no diminution in the efforts made by 
members to keep their journal well furnished with inter- 
esting cases. 

A valuable addition has been made to the list of ex- 
changes in the Experimental Station Record published by 
the Offices of Experimental Stations of the United States 
of America, Department of Agriculture, Washington. 

Having read the report, Sir John said: Perhaps in the 
second paragraph of the report, with regard to “ policy,” 
there may be some members of the Council who are doubt- . 
ful as to what the intention in the mind of the Committee 
is, and what was going on in our minds was this: to have 
a general review of the conduct of the Record, to ascertain 
if anything further can be done towards its improvement 
and to invite and express criticisms amongst ourselves as 
a Committee ; also to discuss and to report any complaints 
that come before us. 

I have the honour to move the reception and adoption 
of the report. 

Mr. HuGHEs seconded the motion. 

Mr. West: Might I just ask any member here who has 
criticisms to make as to the conduct of the Record to 
make them, so that we may benefit by that criticism ? 

Mr. CotEMAN: I should like to repeat what I said at 
our last meeting. I congratulate the Editorial Committee 
on the very marked improvement in the Record. and wish to 
voice the thanks of the Council to that Committee for the 
very assiduous and attentive work that they are giving 
to that Committee on our behalf. (Applause.) 

Sir Joun Moore: I should like to thank Mr. Coleman 
for his very kind remarks—to thank him on behalf of the 
Committee. I can assure you that the Editorial Com- 
mittee do their duty. (Hear, hear.) Many of the members 
have got to come some distance to the meetings and the 
work that is done is done at personal expense and certainly 
at great loss of time, but I can assert without hesitation 
that it is carried through most willingly because we have 
the interests of the ‘‘ National ’’ at heart and the interests 
of the profession generally. (Applause.) 

The motion for the reception and adoption of the report 
was carried unanimously. 


VETERINARY OFFICERS AND PuBLIC HEALTH COMMITTEE. 


Mr. MALE read the following report of this Committee 
(of which he is Chairman) and moved its reception and 
adoption :— 

Mr. G. P. Male presided over a meeting of the Veterinary 
Officers and Public Health Committee held this morning. 

The minutes of the previous meeting, having been 
published in the Record, were taken as read and signed 
as correct. 
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The Committee gave further consideration to the 
following Resolution from the Yorkshire Division in the 
light of the decisions arrived at by the ‘“‘ Weinberg Pen 
Testing Committee ’’ (on which the Profession is strongly 
represented) after witnessing a demonstration of the 
Weinberg Casting apparatus given in London in the early 
part of the year. 

‘*That we, the Yorkshire Division of the N.V.M.A., 
are in favour of any attempt to find a more humane 
method of preparation for slaughter by the Jewish 
method.” 

It was decided to take no action in the matter at the 
moment. 

A letter was read from Mr. H. L. Roberts, of Ipswich, 
enclosing for the Committee’s information a copy of the 
East Suffolk County Council’s scale of fees payable to 
Veterinary Inspectors for inspections under the Milk and 
Dairies Order, 1928. 

A leading article on the subject of ‘‘ The Position of 
part-time Veterinary Inspectors under the Milk and 
Dairies (Scotland) Act, 1914,” was submitted, together 
with a request from the Editorial Committee for an 
opinion as to the desirability of its publication in the 
Record. 

It was decided that it would not be judicious to publish 
this editorial in the Record. 

The scales of fees adopted by the County Councils of 
Warwickshire and Worcestershire for work performed by 
Veterinary Inspectors under the Milk and Dairies (Con- 
solidation) Act, 1915, and the Milk and Dairies Order, 1926, 
as published in the current issue of the ‘‘ County Councils 
Gazette’ were submitted. 

It was decided that these scales be not published in the 
Record. 

The Secretary was instructed to place before the next 
meeting of the Committee the correspondence which had 
passed between the Association and the County Councils 
Association with reference to the establishment of a 
uniform scale of fees for work done under the Diseases of 
Animals Acts and Milk and Dairies Acts. 

It was resolved to recommend to the Council that 
Article 67 in the Memorandum and Articles of Association 
be varied by eliminating the word “‘ Inspectors”’ in line 4 
of the same and substituting therefor the word ‘* Officers ”’ 
and that the necessary resolution be submitted to the next 
General Meeting accordingly. 


Mr. McKInna, in seconding the motion for the reception 
and adoption of the report, said: I feel sure that the 
Council will support the recommendation of the change 
of name from Veterinary Inspectors to Veterinary 
Officers. (Loud applause.) 

The motion was carried unanimously. 


ORGANISING COMMITTEE. 


Dr. BrapLeEy (Chairman) read, and moved the reception 
and adoption of, the following report :— 


A meeting of the Organising Committee was held in 
this room this morning with Dr. Bradley in the Chair. 

The minutes of the previous meeting, having been 
published in the Veterinary Record, were taken as read, 
and signed as correct. 

Arising out of the minutes, the President submitted the 
correspondence which had taken place between Major 
Facer and himself concerning the future of the Southern 
Counties Division. 

The Committee determined to leave it to the President 
and Officials of the Association to render the Southern 
Counties Division any further assistance in the matter 
which might be called for, and the President was thanked 
for the steps he had taken. 

It was announced that a meeting of the Southern 
Branch N.V.M.A., would be held later in the day for the 
election of Officers, and to discuss the functioning of the 
Branch. 
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Information was received from the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons to the effect that the suggestion made 
in the Association’s letter of January 16th, 1928, had 
received consideration, and that the Council has decided 
to leave in the hands of the Secretary and Registrar the 
question of the publication of announcements in the local 
press drawing attention to the fact that members of the 
profession are, under the byelaws of the Royal College, 
prohibited from advertising. 

A Sub-Committee considered the controversy in the 
press concerning the New Forest ponies, and made an offer 
to the Verderers of the New Forest of voluntary expert 
assistance in the investigation of the conditions alleged to 
exist. 

The Clerk to the Verderers stated, in reply, that a Court 
of Verderers had investigated the statements appearing 
in the press, and was satisfied that they had no foundation 
in fact. It was not considered necessary, therefore, further 
to investigate the allegations made, but the Association’s 
offer would be placed before the Court of Verderers at 
its next sitting. A communication was subsequently 
addresssed to the Clerk reiterating the Association’s desire 
to assist the Verderers in any way possible should they 
at any future date deem it necessary to pursue their 
investigations further. 

The action of the Sub-Committee was cordially approved. 

A report was made of the items of information circulated 
to the press by the Office during the past .uarter. 


Mr. CoLEMAN seconded the motion and, there being 
no discussion, it was put to the meeting and carried. 


PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE. 


Major DunkIN (Chairman) presented the following 
report for reception and adoption :— 


A meeting of the Parliamentary Committee was held 
this morning, Major Dunkin being in the Chair. 

The minutes of the last meeting of the Committee 
having been published in the Veterinary Record, were 
taken as read and signed as correct. 

A Bill to facilitate the recovery of lost dogs and cats 
(Dogs and Cats Bill), which has been presented to Parlia- 
ment by Sir Robert Gower, was carefully considered. 

After discussion, it was remitted to the Chairman and the 
Secretary to maintain a close watch on the Bill, and to call 
the Committee together if need be. 

The Committee received the following report of a meeting 
of the Mining Sub-Committee held earlier in the morning. 


[This report was read to the Council by Mr. CLaRrKson, 
who had presided over the SuleCommittee in the absence 
of Major Dunkin. } 


MINING SuB-COMMITTEF. 


A meeting of the Mining Sub-Committee was held at 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons this morning. 

The minutes of the previous meeting of the Sub- 
Committee were read and signed as correct. 

Arising out of them, it was reported that of the 
several members of the profession engaged in mining 
practice in Scotland who had been invited to join the 
Sub-Committee, only Capt. W. M. Jackson, of Hamilton, 
had agreed to accept office. 

It was resolved that Capt. Jackson be appointed a 
member of the Sub-Committee. 

Careful consideration was given to the Coal Mines 
(Protection of Animals) Bill, 1928, a private member’s 
Bill, having for its object the amendment of certain 
provisions of the Coal Mines Act, 1911, relating to the 
protection of horses and other animals used in Mines. 

A criticism of the intentions of the Bill was submitted 
from each member of the Sub-Committee, and the 
Sub-Committee also had before it a letter from the 
Mining Association saying that they have had the Bill 
under observation. 
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[t was decided : 

(2) To watch the progress of the Bill in Parliament, 
the Sub-Committee to be called together if necessary. 

(5) To write to the Mines Department and the Mining 
Association saying that the Association would be pleased 
to place at their disposal if desired any assistance in its 
power in the preparation of any future Bill relative to 
the welfare of Pit Ponies. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded those gentlemen 
who had supplied the Sub-Committee with their written 
observations on the Bill. 

The report of the Sub-Committee was received and 
adopted. 


Lt.-Col. Stupson seconded the motion for the reception 
and adoption of the report of the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, and this was carried without discussion. 


APPOINTMENTS COMMITTEE. 


The following report of this Committee was read by the 
Chairman, Mr. Gorron, who moved its reception and 
adoption :— 

A meeting of the Appointments Committee was held on 
July 4th, under the chairmanship of Mr. Arthur Gofton. 

The Chairman announced that, as promised, he had been 
in communication with Major Douglas with regard to 
the salary recently offered by the Ayrshire County Council 
for an Assistant Veterinary Inspector. The correspon- 
dence was submitted, and after consideration it was decided 
that no further action be taken beyond forwarding to the 
parties who had raised the question a copy of the corres- 
pondence for their information. 

A letter was read from a member thanking the Committee 
for the interest taken in his case, and for the decision 
arrived at, and promising to keep the Committee informed 
of any developments in regard to the matter if and when 
they should occur. 

It was reported that no reply had yet been received 
to a letter pe weed to the Director of Veterinary Services, 
Tanganyika, concerning the complaint made by a member 
as to the manner in which his appointment as Government 
Veterinary Officer, Tanganyika Territory, had been 
terminated. 


Mr. West seconded the motion, and, there being no 
discussion, the report was adopted. 


PROVISIONAL COMMITTEE. 


Mr. Riper, the Local Secretary of the Provisional Com- 
mittee, in presenting this report, said: In January last 
I submitted to you the provisional programme for the 
Congress of the Association to be held at Newcastle, from 
September Ist to 7th of this year. That programme has 
undergone a little alteration since then, and to refresh your 
memories I might read it out to you now. 


[Capt. Rider here gave the details of the programme, as 
published on pages 544 and 545 of the issue of the Record 
of July 7th.—Eb.] 


Additional points made by Captain Rider, to those 
already brought to the notice of our readers, were that 
he thought that the Trade Exhibition promised to be 
one of the best that has been held. The room in which 
it is to take place measures 60ft. by 45ft., so that there 
will be ample room for every exhibitor, and the number 
of exhibits promised to create a “record.”” The Committee 
had been able to arrange a useful adjunct to the exhibition 
in the provision of a lounge adjoining it, where members 





could meet for the enjoyment of social intercourse. The 
Annual Banquet would be held in surroundings which, it 
was safe to say, could not readily be surpassed ; further, 
it had been arranged to broadcast the speeches. The list 
of hotels had been published in the Record of July 7th, 
and it was earnestly hoped that gentlemen attending the 
Congress alone would take advantage of the excellent 
accommodation facilities offered at Easton Hall, a hostel 
used in connection with Armstrong College. The Com- 
mittee are much indebted to the Warden and statf for 
their kindness in curtailing their holidays to permit of the 
opening of the hostel, and they are most anxious that this 
self-sacrificing action should be rendered well worth while 
by the numbers who would stay at the hostel. The mem- 
bers had been granted the free use of the whole of the 
magnificent buildings of Armstrong College. 

The PrestpEnt: I think you will all agree that the 
report submitted by Captain Rider, the Secretary of the 
Provisional Committee, is a very thorough one, and it will 
give you some indication of the enormous amount of work 
which that Committee has done for the value, interest and 
comfort of the proceedings of our Association at Newcastle. 
I have had the privilege and the honour of seeing round the 
buildings there which are being placed at our disposal. 
Sir Theodore Morison and Dr. Oliver, the Vice-Chancellor, 
are most enthusiastic in their desire to help the Congress 
in every possible way. (Hear, hear.) All that remains 
now is for the members of the Association to support us at 
Newcastle, and if they do that. I feel sure that this year will 
equal, if not exceed, any year in the past. (Applause.) 

Mr. Gorton : I should like to add a word, in supplement 
of what you have just said, as to the feeling of appreciation 
I have for the excellent work which has been done by the 
Provisional Committee. They seem to have catered on all 
sides for those who will be attending the meeting. (Hear, 
hear.) I would like to refer to two things. The first 
is that I think it is a most excellent innovation that there 
should be a formal opening of the Trade Exhibition. I 
am very glad to see that a move has been made to give 
those who bring their things there a better show for the 
trouble they take. (Applause.) The other point is that, 
while in the minds of most people the name of Newcastle 
is associated with coal, its neighbourhood boasts some of 
the most charming country it is possible to see, and I am 
quite sure that those who go there will have just as good a 
time as they could possibly have at any other town. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. CLARKSON and Mr. HuGHEs supported the tributes 
which had been paid to the Provisional Committee for 
their work, the latter saying that the Association, as he 
remembered, held a wonderful meeting at Newcastle in 
the year 1888, when the Association was accorded a warm 
welcome and many good papers were read. It was, he 
thought, the duty of the members to support the Congress 
whole-heartedly, to show their appreciation to the Com- 
mittee for the work they had done. The programme 
arranged left nothing to be desired and the members 
could rest assured that the warmth of their previous wel- 
come would be repeated. (Applause.) 

The PrEsIDENT : I think we owe a deep debt of gratitude 
to Captain Rider for coming here and for his time and his 
labour in giving us such an excellent report. (Applause.)

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RESOLUTION. 


From the Royal Counties Division. 

“* That in the opinion of the Royal Counties Division 
it is desirable that Divisional representation upon the 
N.V.M.A. Council should include the Presidents of the 
Divisions as ex-officio members, in addition to the 
Hon. Secretaries.” 

The SEcRETARY read the following passage from a letter 
which had been received, in support of the resolution, 
from Mr. H. P. Hogben :— 

‘** May I say I am thoroughly in favour of the resolution 
from the ‘ Royal Counties’ regarding the representation of 
the Presidents of Divisions on the Council N.V.M.A. 
I believe it would add to the interest of their presidential 
office, and greatly strengthen the ‘ National.’ ”’ 

The PreEsIpENT: I should like, in the first place, to ask 
our Solicitor to give us his views with regard to the terms 
of this resolution—as to whether or not it is possible for 
us to come to any decision on that point according to our 
present constitution. 

Mr. LANGLEY: Article 59 sets out who the members 
of the Council shall be, and 59 (B) says, ‘“‘ Representatives 
from each Division of the Association, namely, the Hon. 
Secretary (if any) and one for every fifty members or 
portion thereof.” You cannot alter your Articles unless 
you do it by special resolution by the Annual Meeting, 
unless Article 70, which gives the Council power from 
time to time to make, vary and repeal your rules and 
bye-laws, goes sufficiently far for that purpose. My 
present opinion is that it does not, and I think you will 
have to pass a special resolution at your Annual General 
Meeting. 

Mr. WILLETT: In view of the opinion expressed by our 
Solicitor, I beg to propose that this matter be put on the 
agenda for the Annual-General Meeting. 

Mr. LanGueEy: I should put it in the form of a reso- 
lution. 

Mr. CLARKSON: I am more or less in agreement with 
this, but a Society can always elect its President as one 
of the members of Council N.V.M.A. 

The PreEsIpDENT: I think the idea is to get an extra 
representative on the Council. You are now only allowed 
one for every fifty members, and the proposal is that 
the President of a Division should be over and above that. 

Dr. BraDLEY: How many would that add to the 
Council ? 

The SEcRETARY: It would add about 25. 

Dr. BrapLEy: And how many would attend? If 
they do not attend) it is pointless, and if they do the 
Council becomes a big one. 

Colonel Stimpson : I brought this forward at the Royal 
Counties meeting because I felt that the office of President 
of a Division should carry with it the right to a seat on 
the Council of the N.V.M.A. What happens in the case 
of the Royal Counties Division, of which Mr. Male, Mr. 
Willett and I are the representatives ? Our three names 
are periodically put forward and the matter is carried 
through in a moment, one of the arguments being that 
we want somebody there for the purpose of the preserva- 
tion of continuity, that if we made the President one of 
our representatives he would be a constantly changing 
person and so, in the case of a small society, they would 
be always swapping horses. But while we think it desir- 





able that at any rate someone responsible should remain 
in office for two or three years to become quite au fait with 
the work of the Council, we say that the President should 
enjoy the dignity of appointment to the Council of the 
** National ’’ quite as much as the Secretary. I do not 
think that we, as a Council, would be overburdened at 
all. In some smali societies they only have two repre- 
sentatives and surely it is as well to have the President on, 
in case one or other, or both, of those representatives 
cannot turn up to the meeting. 

Mr. Goocu : If the Articie was altered to the effect that 
it includes the Secretary and one representative for each 
50 members or part thereof, one of whom should be the 
President, would not that meet the case ? 

Mr. Gorron: I would remind the members that when 
this Article of constitution was drafted in its present form, 
it was as the result of consultation with the Divisions, and 
the Divisions felt that if they so desired they could appoint 
the President as one of their representatives, but if, for any 
reason, they desired otherwise, it was open to them to 
appoint someone other than the President. One difficulty 
I see is that the meetings at which the Presidents of the 
Divisions are elected vary in regard to time of the year. 
One Division may hold its Annual General Meeting in 
January and will elect its President then, and he would 
take his seat on the Council till the Council ceases to 
function at the Annual General Meeting of the Associa- 
tion ; another Division may not hold its Annual Meeting 
until July and in that case its President would not have 
the opportunity of attending one meeting of the Council. 
I think this matter should be put down on the agenda for 
discussion at the Annual General Meeting. 

Mr. CoLEMAN: The object of this recommendation is 
to increase the membership of the Council, for a number 
of members rarely attend. The Mid-West and South 
Wales Division join with the Royal Counties Division in 
its feeling that the President should have the honour of 
participating in meetings of the Council of the parent 
body. The President would attend automatically without 
election, and the proportion of representation to member- 
ship would remain the same as it is at present. 

When the Memorandum of Association was drawn up 
the N.V.M.A. had not arrivéd at the position in which it 
is to-day. What was suitable in those days is not so now ; 
great strides have been made, and if the desire is that the 
Divisions should have greater representation on the 
Council I strongly suggest that it should be done, for the 
purpose that we should have all the suggestions for the 
good of the ‘“* National ” that we can possibly get, for the 
encouragement of the growth of the Association and the 
furtherance of its good work. (Hear, hear.) 

Major Ktrk seconded Mr. Willett’s proposition that 
the matter should be put on the agenda of the Annual 
General Meeting. 

Mr. COLEMAN moved, as an amendment, ‘ that it be a 
recommendation to the Annual General Meeting that 
Bye-law 59 be altered to include the President.” 

Major Dunk : If the wording of the Articles of Associa- 
tion is to be altered I should like to see a return to the 
original wording in 1925, the basis of representation to be 
the Secretary and one representative for every twenty-five 
members or portion thereof. 
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Dr. BrapLEy: And I will support it. 

The Prestpent: The whole matter to come up for 
discussion at the General Meeting ? 

Colonel Stmpson : Should not Major Dunkin’s resolution 
go forward as a recommendation ? 

Mr. Gorron: We are now discussing a separate ques- 
tion—the increase in the proportion to 1: 25 is another 
question, but, going back to the first point, a difficulty will 
arise in this respect, that under the Articles of Association 
the Council takes office after election at the Annual General 
Meeting. You are going to lead to confusion if you are 
going to pass this resolution as it stands at the moment. 

Major Dunxtn: If we put forward this resolution, it 
means that we recommend that one more member per 
Division becomes a member of Council; I am suggesting, 
instead of one more member, several more members. 

Mr. Gorton : Please do not think that I am opposing it 
for a moment; I only think that it requires very careful 
consideration. 

The PrestpENt: We have a motion before the meeting 
proposed by Mr. Willett and seconded by Major Kirk ; 
also an amendment, proposed by Mr. Coleman, that this 
resolution goes forward as a recommendation from this 
Council to the Annual Genera! Meeting. Those in favour 
of the amendment please show. 

Nine members voted for the amendment, which was 
lost on the Chairman’s casting vote. 

The motion that the matter be put on the agenda for the 
Annual General Meeting, was then put to the meeting and 
was carried nem. con. 

Major DuNKIN then gave the following notice of motion : 
That at the next meeting of Council he would move, 
“That a return be made to the basis of Divisional represen- 
tation on the Council of the Association existing prior to 
July, 1925, as laid down in Article 50 (c) of the Memoran- 
dum and Articles of Association then in force, namely, 
‘the Secretary and one representative for every twenty- 
five members or portion thereof.’ ” 

The Prestpent: Before we leave, I think this Associa- 
tion should place on record the deep sense of satisfaction 
and pride we must all feel at the opportunity afforded us 
of meeting in this beautiful War Memorial Library for the 
first time. (Hear, hear.) I think it reflects credit on the 
profession as a whole and particular credit on those mem- 
bers who have been energetic in pushing this matter for- 
ward. The Library is one of which we can all be proud, 
and I think we should place a record of our appreciation 
on our minutes to-day. (Applause.) 

Dr. BRADLEY seconded the resolution, which was carried 
with acclamation, and, on the proposition of Mr. WILLETT, 
it was agreed to forward a copy of the resolution to the 
President of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

The meeting terminated with the passing of a hearty 
vote of thanks to the President for his conduct in the Chair.

MEETING IN LONDON. 


A meeting of the Southern Branch of the National 
Veterinary Medical Association was held at the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons, 10 Red Lion Square, W.C., 
on Wednesday, 4th July, 1928. Mr. J. W. McIntosh 
occupied the Chair, and there were also present, Messrs. 
J. C. Coleman (President Mid-West and South Wales 
Division) ; Barron Nelder (Hon. Secretary Western Coun- 
ties Division); W. L. Little (President Royal Counties 
Division); W. Shipley (President Eastern Counties 
Division) ; W. L. Gooch (Lincolnshire Division) ; Major 
Dunkin and Mr. H. P. Hogbin (South Eastern Division) ; 
Col. P. J. Simpson, Major Hamilton Kirk, and Sir John 
Moore (Central Division) ; and G. P. Male, Hon. Secretary. 

Apologies for absence were received from Mr. Russell 
Allen, Dr. R. E. Glover, Mr. H. P. Hogben, Capt. 8. J. 
Motton. Major L. P. Pugh, Capt. W. K. Townson, and 
Mr. J. F. D. Tutt. 

Mr. MALE opened a discussion as to whether the Southern 
Branch should continue to function and, if so, in what 
manner. He believed that there was a feeling among the 
Divisions that if Branch meetings were held attendances at 
their own meetings would be adversely affected. He 
thought perhaps it would be advisable that a fresh appoint- 
ment of officers should be made, and they they could enter 
into a full discussion as to whether the Branch should 
function, and also, whether there should be any division of 
the Branch, which extended from the extreme west to the 
Eastern Counties. The Organising Committee of the 
N.V.M.A. had had this matter under consideration, but any 
proposals that they had made had not been acceptable 
to one Division or another. The wish of the Council 
was that they should discuss whether the Branch should 
be divided, and to determine whether it, or both its sections, 
if it were divided, could conduct one formal meeting a year. 

Mr. COLEMAN, invited by the Chairman to give the 
opinion of the Mid-West and South Wales Division, said 
that the functioning of the Southern Branch in the way 
suggested would rather take away the interest in the 
local Association. 

They felt it better that the Branch should not function 
rather than that the work of the Divisions should be 
superseded. 

Mr. NELDER, representing the Western Counties, 
expressed the opinion that any meetings beyond Somerset 
would not be attended by members of this Division. 
Attendance at the three local meetings and the Congress 
was as much as the members could manage. 

Major G. W. DuNKIN stated that he thought that he 
was correct in saying that the pinion of members of the 
South Eastern Division was the sxme as that of the Mid- 
West and South Wales Division, as cid Capt. W. L. Little, 
speaking on behalf of the Royal Counties. 

Mr. Gooca said that the position of the’ Lincolnshire and 
District Division was a corresponding one. He did not 
think that attendances would be satisfactor,’, unless, 
perhaps, the meeting were held in London. 
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The CHAIRMAN, commenting on the unanimity of the 
speakers, thought that it would be advisable to elect office 
bearers as a first step to the functioning of the Branch. 
although it seemed a difficult matter to emulate the Scottish 
Branch, which was carried on very successfully. Answering 
a query from Mr. Coleman, he suggested that the Branch 
might function on the lines of a Congress in miniature, 
with a view to bringing together, and obtaining the opinions 
of, members in a wider area than that served by the 
individual Associations. 

Mr. MALE pointed out that if they had the machinery 
it would be possible for a meeting to be called should it 
be desired, but suggested that a miniature Congress might 
seriously interfere with the annual Congress. 

Capt. LirrLte urged that something should be done to 
secure funds, then at some opportune time a good surgical 
demonstration or other attraction could be arranged, 
when they could hope to have a good attendance. 

Mr. MALE expressed the opinion that the matter of 
expenses was not the most important consideration and 
might be gone into again. The ‘‘ National ”’ had a ruling 
about it, that if the Branch exceeded £5 (the grant) they 
might pay the extra, on special application being made. 
If the Branch wanted a big meeting it could be arranged. 
It was in the hands of the members to decide. 

Lt.-Col. P. J. Stwpson reminded members of the three 
joint meetings held by the Royal Counties, Southern 
Counties, and South Eastern—one of which was successful, 
and the others failures. 

Capt. W. SHIPLEY suggested that, if possible, an inter- 
esting meeting should be arranged, and then it could be 
determined from the attendance whether it would be worth 
while to carry on. 

Election of Officers. Mr. Coleman having proposed 
the election of Mr. McIntosh as President, in succession 
to the late Sir Stewart Stockman, Mr. McIntosh asked 
to be excused, suggesting that Mr. W. D. Rees be asked to 
accept this office. It was decided to ask Mr. Rees, who 
was not present, to become President. 

Mr. Male was re-elected Secretary. 

Lt.-Col. P. J. Stmpson suggested that Presidents and 
Secretaries of Divisions should form a Council of the 
Branch. It was. however, decided that the question of 
the steps to be taken to secure the adequate functioning 
of the Branch be left in the hands of its President and 
Secretary.

The possible conquest of cancer by lead treatment was 
discussed at the International Conference on Cancer, by 
Dr. Blair Bell, of Liverpool University, who has treated 
hundreds of cases by means of injections of lead salts and 
claims that, in some instances, patients appear to have 
been cured. 

Declaring that he was convinced that cancer was not an 
infectious disease, Dr. W. Caspari (Frankfort) then dealt 
with the lead treatment. 

He said that they had obtained beneficial results in 
animals only by the use of doses near the lethal margin, 
In the case of the human subject he did not dare to follow 
this practice and he used considerably smaller doses. 

Much to his surprise he obtained favourable results in a 
number of cases. This suggested the possibility of obtain- 
jng considerably better results in man if, following the 
indications of their animal experiments, they ventured to 
take the risk of treating an otherwise hopeless case with 
toxic metal doses.

MEETINGS OF COUNCIL. 


A meeting of Council, followed by a quarterly meeting of 
Council, of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, was 
held at 10 Red Lion Square, London, W.C., on Friday, 6th 
July, 1928. Lieut.-Colonel J. W. Brittlebank, C.M.G. 
(Retiring President) occupied the Chair at the opening of 
the first meeting, and he was subsequently succeeded in the 
Chair by Dr. J. T. Share-Jones, the newly-elected President. 
The following members were present :—Major J. Abson, 
Dr. O. Charnock Bradley, Professor J. B. Buxton, Mr. J. H. 
Carter, Mr. J. Clarkson, Mr. J. C. Coleman, Professor J. T. 
Craig, Mr. A. Gofton, Professor F. T. G. Hobday, Mr. John 
Holroyd, Mr. R. Hughes, Mr. W. 8. King, Mr. G. H. Livesey, 
Mr. G. H. Locke, Mr. J. W. MelIntosh, Mr. J. McKinna, 
Sir John Moore, Dr. A. L. Sheather, Mr. 8S. H. Slocock, 
Mr. T. F. Spencer, Mr. H. Sumner, Mr. E. West, Professor 
A. Whitehouse, Mr. J. Willett, Professor G. H. Wooldridge, 
Mr. R. V. Thatcher (Solicitor) and Mr. Fred Bullock 
(Secretary). 

The minutes of the last meeting of Council, which had 
been printed and circulated, were taken as read and con- 
firmed. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 
PRESIDENT. 

The PresipENT: The next business is to proceed to the 
election of a President. [I am now open to receive nomina- 
tions. 

Mr. McIntosn: I have very great pleasure in proposing 
Mr. Arthur Gofton as our next President. I think, Sir, 
the services of Mr. Gofton as a member of this Council 
stand out in a most conspicuous manner, and without 
adding further to these remarks I would like heartily to 
nominate him for the position of President of this Council 
for the ensuing year. 

Professor Buxton : It is necessary as a matter of form to 
second the nomination of a member to the Presidential 
Chair. I do so in that respect, because nothing that I 
can say in extension of what has already been said by 
Mr. MeIntosh is necessary, since you all know the great 
services that Mr. Gofton has rendered to this Council and 
the profession. I have great pleasure in seconding the 
nomination. 

The PRESIDENT: A motion has been proposed and 
seconded that Mr. Arthur Gofton be elected President of 
this College. Are there any other nominations ? 

Mr. TREVOR SPENCER: Sir, I am exceedingly sorry to feel 
myself compelled to strike a discordant note on an occa- 
sion when we should all wish for the greatest possible 
harmony. In order to remove any harshness from that 
note, I desire to say that all the qualities that one looks for 
in the President of this College are most conspicuous in the 
case of Mr. Gofton, and that I would be only too happy to 
vote for him with both hands if necessary were I not con- 
vinced that another member in the room has a prior 
claim to this high distinction ; I refer to Professor Share- 
Jones. I am aware, Sir, that this appointment is never 
made on grounds of seniority, but I think that when there 
is a balance of other qualifications seniority may reasonably 
be taken into consideration. I think the compliment of 

*Received July 1st. rai ali 
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appointing Professor Share-Jones to the first position in 
the veterinary profession for the time being is somewhat 
overdue. I personally think that he would make an ex- 
cellent President, and I think he will be of great value to 
the profession, not only inside this chamber but outside 
it also. I therefore have very much pleasure in proposing 
that Professor Share-Jones be our President for the ensuing 
year. 

Professor CrRaic: I wish heartily to second the propo- 
sition which has been put forward so ably by the proposer 
of the motion, that Dr. Share-Jones be asked to take over 
the presidential duties for the coming year. I desire 
most heartily to endorse all that has been so ably put for- 
ward in Dr. Share-Jones’ favour by Mr. Spencer. I 
know that it is very invidious to make a distinction 
between two very able candidates for this position, but I 
think that in this particular instance seniority must de- 
cide as to the selection which should be made. I do not 
propose to say anything further ; the various points have 
already been touched upon by the proposer of the motion. 
I endorse all that he has said, and I hope the Council will 
see its way to elect Dr. Share-Jones to the position of 
President for the coming year. 

The PRESIDENT: Is there any other nomination ? 
If not I will put it to the vote. 

Mr. Gorton: Mr. President, before you put it to the 
vote, permit me to say that I think it would be a calamity 
if an election to the Presidential Chair had to take place 
by means of a vote. I have a very strong feeling that in the 
past the election of the President for the year has been 
practically unanimous, and in view of that 1 desire to ask 
permission to withdraw my name. (Cheers.) 

The PrEsIDENT: [ take it that Mr. Gofton has the con- 
sent of the proposer and seconder to the withdrawal of 
his name ? 

Mr. McIntosx: I agree with what Mr. Gofton has said, 
that the vote for the President should be unanimous, and 
in view of his remarks I readily assent to the withdrawal 
of his nomination. 

Professor Buxton : The statement Mr. Gofton has made 
meets with my hearty approval, and I therefore withdraw 
my seconding of the motion. 

The PrestpDENT: The only nomination before the meet- 
ing as President is that of Professor Share-Jones. I put 
the motion to the meeting, that Professor Share-Jones 
be elected President of the College for the ensuing year. 

The resolution was then put and carried unanimously. 

Colonel BRITTLEBANK than vacated the Chair and 
invested his successor with the gown and chain of office, 
and in inducting Professor Share-Jones to the Chair, said : 
You will permit me, Professor Share-Jones, to say that, 
having received the unanimous vote of your fellows on this 
Council, it is sufficient assurance to you that during your 
occupation of the Presidential Chair you may count upon 
their utmost loyalty. (Hear, hear.) The office is one of 
high dignity and serious responsibility and calls for much 
diplomacy and statesmanship on your part. I feel sure 
that the selection of the Council is well placed and that the 
confidence they have placed in you is well merited. We 
look to you to carry on the high traditions of this office in 
the way that many who have gone before you have carried 
it on. The profession that we serve is one that is dear to 
us, and we feel sure that its honour is as equally dear to 
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you as it is to the rest of us and that it is in safe keeping’ 
(Cheers. ) 

[Professor Share-Jones then took the Presidential Chair, 
amid hearty cheering.] 

The PrEsIDENT (Professor Share-Jones): Colonel 
Brittlebank, Mr. Spencer, Professor Craig and Gentlemen. 
I have had some difficult tasks to perform in my time ; 
I have been in what people might call tight corners, but 
I do not think I have ever had any task quite so difficult 
as I have at this moment in endeavouring to express to you 
my personal feelings. I am grateful to you three gentle- 
men for the remarks which you have made, and to you, 
gentlemen, for the way you have received them. I 
appreciate the high honour and the responsibility which 
your election of me to this high office entails. No one 
could possibly appreciate them more. I fully realise the 
grave difficulties associated in any endeavour to follow 
the footsteps of my friend and colleague who has just 
vacated this Chair. More worthy recipients of this high 
honour you most certainly have had, but I will say this 
with equal certainty, that you have never had one to 
whom the honour could possibly be a matter of higher 
appreciation than myself. I give you this assurance in a 
sentence—that while it is my privilege to occupy the Chair 
of this College my whole endeavours will be put into the 
scales on the side of this College and the profession we all 
have the honour to represent. (Cheers.) 


VoTE oF THANKS TO THE RETIRING PRESIDENT. 


The PRESIDENT: Before commencing the ordinary 
business of the meeting I am sure you will agree, gentle- 
men, that it would be but fitting that I should move that 
we place on the record of the proceedings of this Council 
our appreciation of the efforts made on behalf of the 
Council and the profession by my predecessor, Colonel 
Brittlebank. (Cheers.) No words of mine could convey 
the high appreciation I have of him as Chairman. Chair- 
men are born, and Colonel Brittlebank most certainly was 
born a Chairman. He has invariably revealed in the Chair 
the highest type of judgment, soundness and discrimina- 
tion (I cannot recall even an exceptional occasion when 
that quality was not revealed) and if I may use a vulgar 
word, the necessary punch that is so much required in our 
profession at the moment. In following him I feel that I 
am undertaking a task in which, although I can certainly 
never hope to equal his achievements, at all times I shall 
have his example before me. I move that we place on the 
record of the proceedings of this Council our hearty ap- 
preciation of the services of the retiring President. ; 

Mr. CurarKson: I have the very greatest pleasure in 
seconding that motion. There is another side of Colonel 
Brittlebank’s work that has not so far been mentioned. 
We have to thank him not only for his work in the Chair, 
but for his work outside the Chair, which has been im- 
mensely vast, and which he has done quite as capably 
as he has conducted the business of the meetings of the 
College. I have great pleasure in seconding the motion. 

Professor Craic: I should like to be associated with the 
vote of thanks, more especially on account of the fact that 
the President during the past year has had a very difficult 
task to perform, and his labours in that connection are not 
yet concluded. I hope that I may expect that our late 
President will be associated with the further negotiations 
that will take place in that matter. His services were 





highly appreciated by those with whom he came in contact, 
and I may say there is no one on the other side who would 
appreciate more highly than I Colonel Brittlebank’s 
presence at the further negotiations that will take place 
in the future. 

Mr. McIntTosu : I should like to be permitted to associate 
myself with this vote of thanks, not only in my capacity 
as a member of this Council, but in my capacity as President 
for the year of the National Veterinary Medical Association. 
His services to the profession are recognised by every 
member and are very highly appreciated. It affords 
me much pleasure to associate myself with the vote of 
thanks that has been proposed. 

Mr. Livesry: If I may be allowed, I would also like to 
associate myself with this vote of thanks to Colonel Brittle- 
bank, because he has done something at least for this 
building which will remain a memory to us and to future 
generations, in that he has carried through this wonderful 
reconstruction of the Council Chamber and the Library 
which will be a memorial for all time of the great work 
he has done for the Council and the profession. 

The resolution was then put and carried with acclama- 
tion. 

Colonel BriITTLEBANK, who was received with cheers 
on rising to reply, said: Mr. President, Mr. Clarkson and 
you gentlemen who have so kindly spoken about me. 
I am sure you will not expect me to make a lengthy speech 
to you this afternoon, but only to thank you most sincerely 
for all the kindly things you have said about me. The two 
years I have been in office have been two years of very 
sincere pleasure. They have been marked by the most 
hearty and complete loyalty that any man could expect 
to receive in any office that he might be called upon to fill. 
No single discordant note have I heard during my two years 
of office, and for that I express my everlasting gratitude 
to you. I thank you most cordially for the way in which 
you have backed me up in whatever undertaking I may have 
initiated or attempted to carry through. The work of 
our profession is getting heavier and heavier ; the calls 
on the President are becoming sometimes very difficult 
and at others almost impossible properly to fill; but the 
knowledge that the Council is so unanimously behind one 
is a tremendous help at all times. It would be invidious 
on my part at this moment to pick out anyone for special 
mention, but I do want specially to thank my old friend and 
colleague, Major Abson, for his advice and support at all 
times during my period in ¥ Chair. My predecessor, 
Mr. Clarkson, has been available at all times to advise me 
also ; and last, but by no means least, I must pay tribute 
to Mr. Bullock. (Cheers.) No words of mine could con- 
vey to you what Mr. Bullock has meant to me. If there 
is anything I shall miss in vacating the Presidential Chair 
it is the almost daily contact I have had with him. That 
will be a happy memory to me. Thank you very much 
indeed, gentlemen, for the very kind way in which you 
have passed this vote of thanks. (Cheers.) 
VIcE-PRESIDENTS. 

The PRESIDENT: The next item is to elect two Vice- 
Presidents. One ex-officio Vice-President is the retiring 
President. 

Mr. McKinna: Is it necessary to propose that the ex- 
President be elected a Vice-President ? If that is neces- 
sary I will move the motion. 
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The PresipenT: It is necessary that a motion should 
be moved. 

Mr. McKinna: Then I have great pleasure in proposing 
that Colonel Brittlebank be the senior Vice-President. 

Mr. Carter: I have the greatest pleasure in seconding 
that. 

Mr. Wittett: I have much pleasure in proposing that 
Mr. Gofton be elected as the second Vice-President. 

Professor Craig: I have much pleasure in seconding 
that. 

The Presipent: I will not ask for any further nomina- 
tions. 

Mr. Gorton: May I say, Sir, that I have been a Vice- 
President for the past two years, and I have a very strong 
feeling that it is wrong on the part of any person to en- 
deavour to appropriate and retain an office. I should 
very much like to be allowed to withdraw this time and 
to allow someone else to have the honour which belongs 
to the Vice-Presidency. I should be very glad if you will 
permit me to withdraw my name. (Loud cries of ‘‘ No, 
no.” 

Mr. Wittett: As the proposer of Mr. Gofton, and as 
one who hopes to see him in the Presidential Chair next 
year, I should like to say that I think it is only fitting 
that he should remain a Vice-President for another year, 
and I propose to force the election if necessary. 

Professor Craic: I also support the proposer in that 
respect, that Mr. Gofton be induced to allow his name to 
be put forward. 

Mr. McKtnna: Put the motion to the meeting, Sir. 

The resolution, that Colonel Brittlebank and Mr. Arthur 
Gofton be elected Vice-Presidents, was then put and 
carried unanimously. 

HONORARY TREASURER. 

Colonel BrirrLeBaANK: May I be allowed to move the 
re-election of Major Abson to the position of Hon. Treasurer 
of this College ? No words of mine are necessary in moving 
that resolution to command the unanimous vote of this 
Council for the re-election of Major Abson to the position 
which he has filled in such an admirable manner for some 
years past. We hope that he will live long to enjoy it. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. McKinna: As Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
I should like to be allowed to second the motion. Major 
Abson is an admirable Treasurer with whom I have had 
nothing but the very happiest relationship. (Cheers.) 

Mr. West: Sir, having some sympathy with Treasurers, 
I beg to support the motion. (Laughter and cheers.) 

The resolution was then put and carried by acclamation. 
SECRETARY AND REGISTRAR. 

The PRESIDENT: The next item is to move what is 
really a very unnecessary motion, and that is the re-election 
of our Secretary and Registrar. So many complimentary 
remarks have been made from this Chair in regard to our 
Secretary and Registrar that it is extremely difficult to 
find anything new to say. IL am sure you will agree with 
all that has been said by the past Presidents in that res- 
pect, and I therefore formally move the re-election of 
Mr. Bullock. 

The resolution was seconded by many members and 
carried by acclamation. 

The Secretary: Thank you, Mr. President and gentle- 


men, 
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The PresiIpENT: There is nothing so permanent as an 
annual election. That concludes the business of the 
Ordinary Meeting of Council. 


Quarterly Meeting of Council. 


Immediately following the Ordinary Meeting, a Quarterly 
Meeting of Council was held. Dr. J. T. Share-Jones 
(President) occupied the Chair, and the same members 
were present as at the Ordinary Meeting. 

The minutes of the last meeting, which had been printed 
and circulated, were taken as read and confirmed. 

The Secretary read the Obituary List. 


CORRESPON DENCE. 

The Secretary: I have to report that, on the 5th July, 
the President instructed me to send a telegram of con- 
gratulation to Mr. John Branford White on attaining his 
95th birthday. This morning the following reply was 
received from Mr. White: ‘‘ Mr. J. Branford White thanks 
the President of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons 
for kind congratulations on his 95th birthday.” 

The PresipENtT: When I heard the Obituary List read 
out and some of the names mentioned I began to think 
that the end was drawing nearer for quite a number of us, 
but the communication that has just been made to us by 
the Secretary gives us a great deal of hope. I am sure it 
would be your wish that the action of the President 
should be most cordially approved. 

This was agreed. 

The Secretary read the following letter :-—

* Dear Mr. Bullock.—Our father, the late Principal 

James McCall, had, as one of his treasured possessions, 

a portrait of the late Professor Dick, founder of the 

Dick Veterinary College, Edinburgh.

chased by him at the sale after Professor Dick’s death 

and is by the well-known artist, T. Knott, date 1851. 

‘* On several occasions we heard our father express the 
intention of presenting the portrait to the Council of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, but as he 
left no special provision in his will regarding it we have 
decided to write and offer the portrait as a gift and in 
this way implement our father’s wishes.

The PresipentT: If it will add to our measure of ap- 
preciation of a gift of this kind that I should move its 
acceptance from the Chair I will most certainly do so. 
I cannot think of any more appropriate portrait to adorn 
the walls of this chamber than the portrait of the late 
Professor Dick, who was one of the most conspicuous 
benefactors to the profession throughout its history and 
after whom one of our great Colleges is named. 1 move 
that we accept with much gratitude the kind offer of 
Messrs. McCall. 

Dr. BrapLtey: May I be permitted to second that mo- 
tion? I think it would be extremely appropriate that 
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this College should have on its walls a portrait of one of 
those who made the first approach for recognition of veter- 
inary surgery as a profession. It has always occurred to 
me that it is singularly unfortunate that within these walls 
there is no portrait at present of William Dick. 

The resolution was then carried with acclamation. 
The SECRETARY announced that a letter had 
received from the Secretary of the National Association 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, announcing that the 
14th Annual Conference would be held in London on 
October 15th and 16th next, and requesting the appoint- 
ment of a delegate from the College to the Conference,

the membership fee being one guinea. 

The PresipEentT: Is it your wish that a delegate be 
appointed ? 

The Secretary: The President of the College is ez- 
officio a member of the Council of the National Association 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, and will therefore be 
invited to attend in the usual way, being a Vice-President 
of the Association. 

The PRESIDENT: Is it your desire that the President 
attend or that he should appoint a delegate ? 

Colonel BrittLEBANK: 1 think while I was in office a 
similar request came and that we took no action. In this 
case I think Mr. Bullock might be asked to write to the 
Secretary pointing out the official position which the 
President holds in this organisation, and asking whether 
it is still their desire that a formal delegate should be 
appointed. There is plenty of time to take action next 
October, if necessary. I move. 

The resolution was formally seconded and carried unani- 
mously. 

The SecreTARY: That is all the correspondence, except 
that under this heading the ex-President wishes to report 
on his visit as President to the 150th celebration of the 
Veterinary High School of Hanover. 


REPORT OF COLONEL BRITTLEBANK ON HIS VISIT AS 
PRESIDENT TO THE 150TH CELEBRATION OF THE 
VETERINARY HIGH ScHoot OF HANOVER. 

Colonel BRiITTLEBANK: May I say in the first place, 
gentlemen, that the honour you did me in electing me your 
representative was one that 1 appreciated very much ; 
and I also appreciated the fact that Dr. Bradley and Mr. 
Locke were present at Hanover at the same time; in fact 
we all travelled together, which added very materially 
not only to the comfort but the happiness of the whole 
visit. 

The functions that we attended were impressive to a 
degree almost beyond description. I could occupy your 
attention for some time were I to attempt even a short 
description of those functions. When I tell you that the 
great function, the Festakt, which we attended, lasted 
something like four hours in a most impressive hall, 
something like the Albert Hall in London, with an audience 
of prokably 5,000 or 6,000 people, you will readily realise 
what a wonderful ceremony it was. I have seen nothing 
like it, and I do not suppose I shall ever see anything like it 
It is something which I treasure as a memory in 
the way of ceremonies. Following that was a banquet, 
at which something like 1,200 people sat down. It is 
difficult to comprehend ceremonies on these scales in this 
country. When I conveyed to the Rector, Professor 
Miessner, the congratulations of this College on their 150th 


again. 








anniversary the response was extraordinarily hearty, 
and I believe it was appreciated very much by the whole 
of the profession in Germany. There was present a great 
collection of scientific men from all over Europe, and one 
could not help but be struck with the extraordinarily high 
position in which the profession is placed on the Continent. 
It is almost impossible to describe their College. It makes 
one wonder sometimes, when one thinks of one’s own and 
compares it with what one saw at Hanover, where the 
conception came from. They thought on great lines and 
they have built on great lines, and they are not yet satis- 
fied. They even laid the foundation stone on the Friday 
of a further extension of their noble buildings. I believe 
Dr. Bradley would say that the Anatomical Section is a 
revelation. But it would be invidious to draw attention to 
any particular section, except that it does fill one with 
envy to see these wonderful buildings that the profession 
is provided with in Germany for training the young veter- 
inary surgeon. Another ceremony that we attended was 
the unveiling of a memorial to Robert Koch at the village 
of Langenhagen, some few miles out of Hanover, a very 
impressive ceremony which was carried out on the lawn 
in front of the old house. Finally, I may say that on all 
hands we received nothing but kindness and repeated 
assurances of welcome to any members of the profession 
who ever care to go to Germany, and general appreciation 
of the action of this College in sending me to represent you 
and to congratulate them on their great 150th anniversary. 
(Cheers. ) 

The PrestipENT: Would Dr. Bradley like to add any- 
thing to the report Colonel Brittlebank has given to us ? 

Dr. Bravery: Sir, I do not think there is anything I can 
add, except to concur in the description of the impressive- 
ness of both the ceremonies and the building, and also to 
corroborate the statement the ex-President made to the 
effect that we were welcomed in a most cordial fashion 
and are grateful for the welcome that we received. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


FINANCE AND GENERAL PURPOSES COMMITTEE. 
Mr. McK inna read the following report of the Finance 
and General Purposes Committee, and moved its reception 
‘? 


and adoption :— 

The minutes of the previous meeting, having been 
printed and circulated, were taken as read and signed as 
correct. 

The Treasurer submitted his financial statement for 
the quarter showing a balance in hand of £581 2s. Od. 
and liabilities amounting to £212 13s. 1ld. 

It was resolved that the Treasurer’s statement be 
approved and that he be ordered to pay the liabilities 
shown together with cheques required during the ensuing 
quarter. 

The Secretary submitted for consideration the cases of 
five members in arrear with annual fees and was instructed 
in four cases to continue proceedings for the recovery of 
the fees. 

The Libary Sub-Committee reported that it had been 
necessary to amend the contract for the furnishing of the 
library in certain details and the action taken was approved. 
Suggestions made by the Architect for the completion of 
the scheme of decoration were considered, but the matter 
was deferred for the time being. Authority was, however, 
given for the provision of lettering on the library cases 
and the raising of the short length of handrail on the 
landing. The Secretary was also instructed to obtain 
estimates for the provision of new tables and chairs as 
suggested by the Architect. 
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It was resol ved— 

(a) That the thanks of the Committee be expressed to 
Mr. Livesey for his assiduous services as Chairman of the 
Sub-Committee and to the staff for the extra work en- 
tailed. 

(6) That a grant of £5 be made to the housekeeper in 
respect of extra work in connection with the re-furnishing 
of the library. 

It was resolved that steps be taken to have the College 
premises valued by an efficient valuer at a cost not to 
exceed fifty guineas and that the Treasurer be authorised 
to make any necessary increases in the insurance of the 
building and contents after the report of the valuer. 

Sir John Moore submitted a report on a proposed Haig 
Memorial Fund, and it was resolved that no action be 
taken in the matter for the time being, and that the thanks 
of the Committee be accorded to Sir John Moore for his 
report. 

Mr. Huauers seconded the motion, which was carried 


unanimously. 


EXAMINATION COMMITTEE. 
Professor BuxTon read the following reports of the 
Examination Committee and moved their reception and 


adoption :— 

The minutes of the previous meeting, having been 
printed and circulated, were taken as read and signed as 
correct. 

A letter was received from the Professor of Botany of 
the University of North Wales, enquiring whether a can- 
didate who had passed the inhomualiate Science Examina- 
tion in Chemistry and Physics, Botany and Zoology, 
would be eligible for exemption under Byelaw 62, in view 
of the fact that it was not customary for an honours pass 
at the Intermediate Examination to be awarded. 

It was resolved that a notice be given of an alteration 
of Byelaw 62, as follows :—‘* To omit the words ‘ with 
honours’ in line 7, and insert after the word ‘ examina- 
tion ’ the words ‘ to be approved by the Council.’ ” 

The Secretary reported that the time-table of the July 
examinations had been issued and that arrangements had 
been made to hold a special examination on July 9th in 
the subject vf Pathology at Edinburgh for a student 
exempted under Byclaw 95. 

It was resolved that Professor Beattie be appointed 
Internal Examiner in the subject of Pathology for the 
July examinations at Liverpool. 

A letter was received from Mr. A. W. Baird resigning 
his position as Local Secretary, but stating that for the 
July examinations his father, Major A. Baird, would be 
willing to act in his stead. 

It was resolved that the resignation of Mr. A. W. Baird 
be accepted with regret and that the appointment of 
Major A. Baird to act for the July examinations, be 
approved. . 

The Secretary reported that three examinations for the 
Fellowship Diploma had been held during the quarter 
and that the following members had been successful :— 
A. D. Macgregor, J. H. Mason, H. T. Matthews. 

A rt on the D.V.8.M. examination held in Dublin 
and inburgh was received showing that in Dublin, of 
5 candidates, 4 were successful, and in Edinburgh, of 
16 candidates, 11 were successful. The Examiners recom- 
mended that the rejected candidates be required to undergo 
a further six weeks’ study in the groups in which they 
failed. 

It was resolved that the report be approved and that 
the thanks of the Council be accorded to the authorities 
in Dublin and Edinburgh for their kindaess in making 
arrangements for the examinations, and providing suitable 


specimens. 

An application was received from candidate No. 6, 
requesting, on compassionate grounds, that the require- 
ment of six weeks’ further instruction, in his case be not 
insisted upon. 

It was resolved that the application be acceded to and 
that the Examiners be informed accordinglv. 

It was resolved that a special examination for the 
D.V.8.M. be held at one centre, in December next. 








Educational Certificates Nos. 3194-3206 were sub- 
mitted and approved. 

An application was received from a graduate of the 
San Francisco Veterinary College (three years’ course), 
for exemption under Byelaw 95. 

It was resolved that the application be not acceded to. 

The Secretary submitted correspondence relating to 
the method of award of the Scottish Day School Certificate 
(Higher), from which it appeared that it was not essential 
that candidates for the certificate should have passed 

arate examinations in the required subjects, but that 
the certificate was awarded on the results of school work 
on the recommendation of teachers and inspectors. 

It was resolved that the recognition of the Day School 
Certificate (Higher) be discontinued. 


Mr. Hucues: I beg to second the adoption of these 


Reports. 
The resolution was then put and carried unanimously. 


REGISTRATION COMMITTEE. 
The SEcRETARY read the following report of the Regis- 


tration Committee :— 

The minutes of the previous meeting, having been 
printed and circulated, were taken as read and signed as 
correct. 

The Secretary submitted a report of a meeting of the 
Sub-Committee appointed to meet a Sub-Committee of 
the R.S.P.C.A. for the purpose of considering— 

(a) The proposal of the R.8.P.C.A. to institute a scheme 
of free veterinary advice and treatment for sick 
animals of the poor, to be given by qualified veter- 
inary surgeons. 

(6) The general relation of members of the profession 
and the R.S.P.C.A. 

A meeting had been held at the office of the R.S.P.C.A., 
on 6th June, 1928, when the Secretary of the Society 
reported that a scheme had already been established for 
the free treatment of animals of poor people and that 353 
members of the profession had promised to co-operate in 
the scheme. It was the desire of the Society to arrange, 
with the co-operation of the veterinary profession, for 
clinics to be established in all large towne so which proper 
treatment should be given by qualified veterinary sur- 


geons. 

The President of the College suggested that a scheme 
providing for the attendance at the clinics of different 
veterinary surgeons on different days would be probably 
the most suitable arrangement and he recommended that 
such a scheme should be first discussed by the local divi- 
sions of the National Veterinary Medical Association if 
the principle were generally approved. It would then be 
possible to work out a suitable scheme in detail. 

The Chairman of the meeting said, on behalf of the 
R.S.P.C.A., that they greatly desired to work amicably 
with the veterinary profession, and he thought that such 
a scheme would tend to promote friendly relations. 

The President of the College undertook to report the 
proposal to the Council of the College, and, if approved, 
to transmit the suggestion to the N.V.M.A., with a view 
to its being considered by the various divisions of the 
N.V.M.A., the scheme when duly elaborated be put into 
operation by means of committees formed out of the 
local branches of the R.S.P.C.A., and the local divisions 
of the N.V.M.A. 

It was resolved that the report be received and adopted. 


CasEs. Members :— 

No. 2225, Moore, R. de C., covering. This member did 
not attend in answer to the summons to appear as ordered 
by the Council at its previous meeting and it was resolved 
to recommend that the Registrar be instructed to erase 
the name of R. de C. Moore from the Register of Veterinary 
Surgeons. 

No. 2229. The complainant submitted no further 
evidence in this case a i withdrew his complaint. 

No. 2243, advertising. This case was ordered to stand 
over. 

No. 2317, advertising. It was resolved that the Secre- 
tary be instructed to obtain further evidence with regard 
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to the issue of invitations advertising the opening of kennels 
and subsequent advertisements thereof, and that the 
member be given an opportunity to attend the next 
meeting to answer any further questions which may arise. 

No. 2322, employment of unqualified assistant. The 
Solicitor reported that no further evidence had been re- 
ceived in this case. 

No. 2326, existing practitioner. 
taking was received in this case. 

No. 2336, contributing signed professional articles to 
lay press. A satisfactory undertaking was received in 
this case. 

No. 2338, contributing replies to enquiries in The 
Farmer and Stockbreeder, and advertising name, qualifica- 
tion and address in relation to post-mortem examinations 
of poultry. 

It was resolved that this member be requested to give 
an undertaking that the publication of his name, qualifi- 
cation and address be discontinued. 

No. 2339. A satisfactory explanation was received in 
this case and it was ordered to be struck out. 

No. 2340, complaint by client. Correspondence was 
submitted in this case and the action by taken the Presi- 
dent was approved 

No. 2341, publication of name, qualification and address 
in relation to post-mortem examinations. It was resolved 
that this member be required to give an undertaking that 
the advertisement referred to shall be discontinued. 

No. 2342, advertising, by means of name plate, at places 
where no call is made. The Secretary was instructed to 
require further information from this member with regard 
to the use of the name plate complained of and to inform 
him that the Committee strongly disapproves of the tone 
of his reply to the Secretary’s letter of enquiry.

Dogs’ Protection Bill.—The President reported that, 
as authorised by the Council, he had arranged with several 
members of the profession for the preparation of a statement 
showing the importance to dogs of research experiments 
on animals and that this had been forwarded to the 
Research Defence Society. A,letter was received from 
the Society thanking the Council for the valuable assist- 
ance thus rendered, and requesting permission to publish 
the document. The reply of the Secretary granting 
permission, was duly approved, and it was resolved that 
the cordial thanks of the Council be addressed to those 
members who had assisted in the preparation of the 
statement. 

The following Parliamentary Bills were submitted :— 

(a) Dogs’ Protection Bill. 

(6) Dogs and Cats Bill. 

(ec) Dogs Act (Amendment) Bill. 

(d) Coal Mines (Protection of Animals) Bill. 

It was resolved that with regard to the Dogs and Cats 
Bill, and the Coal Mines (Protection of Animals) Bill, the 
matter be left in the hands of the Chairman and Secretary 
to watch, with instructions to call a meeting of the Com- 
mittee if necessary. 

The Secretary reported that it was proposed to hold an 
International Veterinary Congress in 1930, and submitted 
a request that, if appointed, he might be authorised to 
accept the office of Secretary to the Congress, and to use 
the office address as the headquarters of the Organising 
Committee. It was resolved that the application be 
acceded to. 

Mr. HuaGues seconded the motion, which was carried 


unanimoutly, 
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Mr. Gorton: May I be permitted to make one suggestion 
arising out of the work of the Parliamentary Committee 
with regard to a matter which was discussed but which 
it was not necessary to report in the formal report of the 
Committee ? I refer to the probability of an early meet- 
ing between representatives from this College and the 
representatives of the Irish Free State Government. 
Some time ago, the President of that day, Colonel Brittle- 
bank, Sir John M’Fadyean and I, together with the 
Secretary, were appointed to meet the Irish Free State 
representatives when arrangements were complete. Sir 
John M’Fadyean has asked to be relieved of the journey 
to Dublin, and the Committee yesterday decided to accede 
to his request. The suggestion which I wish to make is 
that your name, Sir, as President, should be added to 
those who are to constitute the deputation.
